Bent  on  Retaking  Ground  Captured  by  Canadian 

Forces — Attack  to  Northeast  of  Fresnoy 

Has  Only  Temporary  Success— Second 

Drives  Defenders  From  Village 


POSSESSION  OF  BULLECOURT 

IS  VIGOROUSLY  CONTESTED 


Repeated  Attacks  on  French  Lines  North  of 

Aisne  River  Repulsed — Many  Aerial  Com- 

bats  and  Bombing  Raids — Seven  Enemy 

Observation  Balloons  Destroyed 


LONDON,  May  8— The  official  ilttt- 
ment  tonight  reads:  "The  enemy  made 
heavy  counter-attacks  this  morning  upon 
cur  positions  in  tbo  neighborhood  ol 
Fresnoy.  in  the  first  of  these  they 
succeeded  In  Raining  a  foothold  In  our 
trenches  northwest  of  the  village,  but 
the  ground  lost  was  shortly  UlefWai 
regained  by  our  attack. 

"Later  In  the  morning,  a  second  at- 
tack in  force  was  delivered  by  two  Her- 
man fresh  divisions  eaet  of  Fresnoy. 
On  the  rlgbt  of  the  front  attacked,  tbo 
enemy's  troops  were  repulsed  with 
heavy  casualties,  and  our  positions  sue* 
crssfly    maintained. 

"On  ths  left,  after  fierce  resistance, 
pur  troops  were  compelled  to  withdraw 
from    Fresnoy   village   and   woods." 

Aerial    Warfare 

"Bombing  operations  by  our  airplanes 
continued  yesterday,  and  they  dropped 
bombs  with  good  results.  Daring  the 
day,  seven  of  our  airplanes  carried  out 
a  highly  successful  attack  upon  enemy 
reservation  balloons,  seven  of  which 
were,  brought  down  In  flames.  Six 
German  airplanes  were  brought  down  In 
the  air  fighting,  two  others  being  shot 
down  by  firs  from  tbe  ground.  Seven 
German  machines  were  driven  down  out 
of  control.  Eight  of  our  airplanes  are 
missing." 

"The  enemy's  artillery  was  active  at 
Intervals  throughout  ths  night  at  a  num- 
ber of  places  along  our  front,  particu- 
larly in  the  sector  between  Fresnoy  and 
Loos,"  says  an  official  report  Issued 
tr  day.     Our  artillery  replied. 

"We  made  successful  raids  during  the 
bight  In  tbe  neighborhood  of  Neuve 
Chappelle  snd  Fanuqulssart.  Our  posi- 
tions northwest  of  Armehtieres  were 
raided  yesterday  evening  by  a  small 
party  of  the  enemy.    After  hand-to-hand 


leaving  a  few  dead  In  our  trenches.  A 
trw  of  our  men  are  missing.  Another 
rnemy  raid  south  of  Armentleres.  was 
repulsed." 

ATttllery  Basis 
j    PARIS,   May    «.— Ths  War  Office   Is- 
sued the  following  statement  tonight: 

"Northeast  of  Sotssons  snd  the  Chs- 
rrin  dee  Dames  there  was  no  enemy  ac- 
tion during  ths  day.  The  German  artil- 
lery, which  we  violently  counter-shelled* 
bombarded  the  Cerny-Hauteblse  sector 
and  ths  neighborhood  of  Craonne.  There 
were  grenade  skirmishes  eaat  of  Vaux- 
Stllon.  Elsewhere  an  Intermittent  can- 
nonade occurred. 

"During  the  period.  May  1  to  7,  our 
pilots  had  numerous  combats  with 
enemy  aviators,  in  which  15  German 
machines  were  brought  down,  the  de- 
struction of  which  was  absolutely  es- 
tablished. In  addition,  II  machines, 
seriously  hit,  fell  within  their  own 
lines, '  ths  greater  part  of  them  being 
probably    destroyed. 

"Our  pilots  in  that  period  added  to 
ths  number  of  their  exploits.  Capt.  Guy- 
nmer  gained  his  37th  and  8Sth  victories. 
pub-Lieut.  Nungesssr  brought  down 
three  machines,  which  brought  his  total 
of  enemy  machines  destroyed  to  24. 
Sub-Lieut.  Dorme  brought  Blown  his 
Und  machine*.  Capt.  Hsurtaux  his 
21st,  Lieut.  Plnssrd  his  11th  and  ISth. 
gad  Adjutant  Madon  his  lttb. 
Bepuleed  by  Breach 

The  text  of  the  afternoon  report  fol- 
lows: 

"Between  the  8omme  and  the  Olse 
active  artillery  fighting  occurred.  An 
enemy  attack  on  one  of  our  posts  in  the 
region  of  Vaucourt  was  checked.  Dur- 
ing the  night  counter-attacks  were  made 
eaat  of  Vauxallllan  and  on  the  Chemln 
den  Dames  near  Le  Pantheon  and  Cerny. 
All  efforts  of  the  Germans  were  de- 
feated by  our  fire.  Farther  east  the 
artillery  fighting  was  violent  for  a  time 
on  ths  plstsau  of  Vauclerc  and  In  tbe 
vicinity  of  Craonne.  North  of  the  Vati- 
clero  plateau  a  surprise  attack  enabled 
us  to  capture  the  mala  German  posi- 
tions and  take  90  prisoners. 

"Northwest  of  Rhelma  German 
troops  made  futile  efforts  to  gain  a 
footing  in  thS  trenches  which  we  cap- 
tured yesterday. 

"South  of  Berry-au-Bnr  there  wss  a 
spirited  engagement  which  resulted  to 
our  advantage.  The  number  of  prisoners 
we  took  at  this  point  wag  lis.  North- 
west of  Prosnes  we  captured  a  field 
fort. 

"A  strong  German  attack  northeast 
of  Mont  Haut,  against  Crete  dn  Teton, 
was  repulsed.  Ws  took  prisoners  and 
Inflicted  losses  on  the  enemy. 
'  Grenade  flghtln  occurred  In  Avocourt 
Wood,  and  mar  Chambrettee."

A  few  of  the  enemy  who  had  pen- 
etrated our  lines  were  driven  back 
again  into  their  original  positions. 

"Yesterday  the  enemy  lost  twenty 
airplanes." 

"Front  of  Crown  Prince  Rupprecht: 
Arras  sector — The  artillery  battle  has 
Increased  in  violence.  Enemy  attacks 
against  the  Castle  Park  of  Roeux  and 
against  our  positions  between  Fon- 
taine and  Relnoourt  were  repulsed  with 
sanguinary   losses. 

"During  battles  for  the  possession  of 
Bullecourt,  the  enemy  remained  in 
possession  of  the  southwestern  part 
of  the  village. 

"Early  this  morning  our  troops 
stormed  Fresnoy  and  held  th<>  village 
against  British  attempts  to  recapture 
It.  Two  hundred  prisoners  snd  six 
mschlne  guns  have  been  brought  In  up 
to   the  present. 

"During  the  month  of  April  the  en- 
emy lost  363  aeroplanes  and  29  cap- 
tive balloons.  Of  tbe  former  2»*  were 
brought  down  In  aerial  battles.  -  Ws 
lost. 74  airplanes  and  ten  captive  bal- 
loons.

LONDON,  May  8.— A  substantial  de- 
crease in  the  number  of  sinkings  by 
submarines  In  the  last  week  will  be 
shown  In  the  forthcomolng  weekly  re- 
Port  of  the  shipping  losses.  In  fact. 
It  Is  stated  that  the  report  will  ahow 
the  smallest  losses  In  the  last  three 
weeks. 

No  reason  for  this  Is  given  out  by 
official  sources,  but  it  is  plainly  Inti- 
mated that  considerable  progress  has 
been  made  In  the  anti-submarine  cam- 
paign. There  Is  no  guarantee  that  the 
weekly  losses  will  not  again  assume 
alarming  proportions,  but  the  fact  that 
they  have  been  substantially  reduced 
Is  very  encouraging  to  those  In  charge 
of  the  campaign,  and  it  Is  believed 
that  the  new  measures  to  combat  the 
underwater  craft  are  already  showing 
gratifying    results.

BRITISH  HEADQUARTERS  IN 
FRANCE,  via  London — (From  a  Staff 
Correspondent  of  the  Associated  Press) 
— May  8. — The  laconic  statement  In  this 
morning's  British  official  communica- 
tion "that  the  enemy's  artillery  waa 
active  at  intervals  throughout  the  night 
at  a  number  of  places  along  the  bat- 
tlefront,  particularly  in  the  sector  be- 
tween Fresnoy  and  Loos,"  and  that 
"our  artillery  replied,"  dismissed  In 
coldly  official  language  one. of  the  most 
marvelous  spectacles  of  night  firing 
tbe  world  hss  ever  seen. 

fit  was  a  night  made  of  terror.  Great 
angry  clouds  scudded  across'  the  sky, 
successfully  masking  all  attempts  of 
the  full  May  moon  to  break  through 
the  cumulus  barrage. .  Eventually  the 
heavens  opened  and  poured  forth .  „  a 
torrent  of  rain  upon  the  hot 
and  line 
red  line  of  battle. 

■  ■  Stronger  Than  Thunder 
lAi  thunderstorm  In  Its  greatest  fury 
could  have  broken  above  this  appalling 
artillery  duel,  however,  and  been  com- 
pletely swallowed  up,  its  electrical 
flashes  lost  In  the  blinding  coruscaton 
of  guns;  its  thunder  peels  drowned  In 
the  reverberating  waves  of  the  crash- 
ing fulmination  which  came  from  bel- 
lowing cannon  and  bursting  shells  with 
almost  equal  violence.  Nature  with- 
stood the  terrific  bombardment  until 
nearly  dawn,  then,  the  rain  failing  to 
bring  it  to  an  end,  a  heavy  fog  shut 
down  and  put  a  stop  to  the  clangorous 
uproar  as  suddenly  as  if  some  word 
of  supreme  command  had  been  shouted 
above  the  din  of  battle. 

There  were  a  few  parting  shots 
through  the  enveloping  mist  from 
either  side,  and  then  abeolute  silence 
reigned. 

It  was  a  fascinating  spectacle  to 
watch  through  the*  night,  holding  one 
In  a  spell  of  speechless  awe  From 
one  of  the  high  ridges  recently  occu- 
pied by  the  British  miles  and  miles 
of  the  great  sweep  of  battle  could  be 
seen.  For  the  most  part  it  was  a  duel 
with  what  the  soldiers  call  "big  stuff" 
— a  giant  test  of  strength  among  the 
"heavies."  But  always  above  the  roar 
of  the  big  guna  could  be  heard  the 
crack  of  bursting  shrapnel  and  the  pet- 
ulant whine  of  leaden  bullets  sent  In 
showers  from  the  shells. 

It  waa  a  beautiful  day  yesterday,  but 
menacing  clouds  had  hidden  the  setting 
sun.  In  the  twilight,  scores  of  British 
airplanes  were  winging  their  homeward 
way  from  far  over  the  German  lines. 
coming  to  cover  from  the  gathering 
storm  and  bringing  with  them  the  won- 
derful stories  that  make  up  each  day's 
history  In  the  titanic  struggle  for  mas- 
tery of  the  air. 

Clouds  sf  Bast 

In  the  valley  of  *.oos.  Ltevln,  Lens, 
Achelville  and  Fresnoy  the  freshening 
wind  was  stirring  up  clouds  of  dust. 
Each  high  explosive  shell;  breaking  on 
the  dry  ground  sent  up. towering  clouds 
of  chalk  white  powder  until  a  base 
gathered  over  all  the  lower  levels  of 
the  Immediate  battle  eone.  In  Lens  and 


smoldering  fires  could  be  marked  by 
the  smoke  vapors  that  hong  above, 
them. 

The  artillery  duel  was  jn  ful)  wing 
long  before  night  set  In,  but  It  was  riot 
until  tbe  gathering  gloom  of  darkness 
reflected  each  separate  flaming  cannon 
month  that  the  full  Intensity  of  the 
long-range  fighting  could  be  grasped. 
The  oloak  of  night  also  brought  into  ac- 
tion many  great  batteries  lying  con- 
cealed during  the  tell-tale  hours  of  day- 
light, and  ever  and  anon,  aa  the  night 
wore  on,  new  guns  would  burst  Into  vio- 
lence from  altogether  unsuspected 
place*. 

Some  of  these  were  the  famous  old 
"grandmother"  bowttaera,  and  the 
ground,  ever  vibrant  with  the  drumming 
rhythm  of  guna,  shivered  and  shook 
anew  from  the  shock  of  these  mammoth 
weapons.  The  heavy  overhanging 
clouds  had  tbe  effect  of  intensifying  to 
an  almost  overwhelming  degree  the 
nerve-shattering  noise*  of  tbe  battle.

The  coming  of  darkness  had  brought 
out  also  one  of  the  most  ghsatly  of  all 
battle  sounds — the  incessant  rattle  of  the 
machine  guna.  Their  staccato  ripple  came 
along  the  lighting  line,  the  windings  of 
which  oould  always  be  traced  by  glowing 
rockets  and  flare*  sent  up  by  the  Ger- 
mans in  long,  slow,  graceful  loopa.  The 
resounding  nolsea  about  one,  however, 
were  not  all  from  Entente  guns.  The  Ger- 
mans are  making  lavlah  use  of  their  ar- 
tillery nowadays,  and  have  been  since  the 
flrat  days  of  the  battle  of  Arras  eaught 
them  unprepared  and,  believing  that  the 
attack  would  come  so  soon  after  their 
"great  .strategic,  victory,"  In  the  retreat 
from  the  Somme. 


red  glare.  The  noise  of  the  cannon  la  a 
sort  of  concentrated  smash  or  hammer 
knock;  shells  burst  with  a  flatter  and 
more  open  sound.  The  Germane  always 
break  their  shrapnel  very  high-  in  the  air. 
and  the  leaping  flash  of  the  espfodlng 
aheU  la  followed  by  little  twinkling  stare. 

In  watching  shell  lire,  it  is  particularly 
interesting  to  see  a  shell  break  seme  dls- 
1  tance  away,  and  then,  after  several  sec- 
onds, hear  the  oncoming  rush  and  even- 
tually the  explosion  of  the  same  projec- 
tile. The  whistling  noise  of  the  shell  and 
the  noise  of  Its  burst  are  far  more  terrify- 
ing than  the  sight,  remind .  one  of  child- 
hood days,  when  the  thunder  held  far  more 
fright    than    the    lightning. 

Leaving  the  sone  of  guns  at  midnight  for 
brief  respite  room  the  ear-splitting  roar, 
one  walked  only  a  short  distance  back  on 
the  projecting  promontory  to  reach  a  bit 
of  shell-scarred,  but  still  living  wood,  now 
green  with  the  first  tender  leaves  of  Spring. 
In  the  fringe  of  this  wood  were  several 
nightingales,  singing  with  all  their  little 
hearts.

The  woods  were  lighted  with  gun  flashes 
and  the  crack  and  the  crash  of  artillery 
reverberated  In  the  near  distance,  but  the 
mating  birds  seemed  oblivious  to  the  world 
madness  raging  about  them,  still  deeper 
In  the  wood  a  jealous  owl  would  screech 
hoarsely    now    and    again. 

Tbe  battle  flared  with  full  fury'  until 
nearly  3  o'clock  this  morning,  when  the 
fog  put  an  end  to  all  visibility,  and  hushed 
the  guna  aa  If  by  magic,  a  few  momenta 
later  the  exhausted  men  had  flung  them- 
selves Into  the  deep  sleep  of  overpowering 
fatigue  beside  their  hot  guns  and  *  mem- 
orable night  of  "strafe"  and  "hate"  had 
passed.

Statements  Made  That  Vessels 
of  Transatlantic  Company 
Have  Been  Supplying  Food 
and  Fuel  to  Submarines. 


Mr.  W,  J.  Bowser  Criticises 
Hon,  John  Oliver's  Legisla- 
tion as  Impractical — Does 
Little  for  Returned  Soldiers. 


WASHINGTON.  May  8.— Persistent 
rumors  of  German  aubmarlnes  in  the 
South  Atlantic  were  given  additional 
color  today  when  it  waa  disclosed  that 
Government  Investigating  agencies  are 
cunning  down  a  story  that  freighters 
of  the  American  Transatlantic  Com- 
pany, flying  the  American  flag,  have 
carried   supplies   to  aea  for  u-boats. 

Officials  would  not  go  into  details, 
but  it  was  assumed  the  report  prompt- 
ing she  Investigation  originated  from 
ainong^the  crew  of  the  steamer  Mani- 
towoc, quoted  in  hews  dispatches  from 
Porto  Klco  today  as  charging  that  the 
Manitowoc  and  other  Transatlantic 
company  vessels  had  transhipped  to 
German  submersiblee  at  sea  quantities 
of  food  and  fuel  smuggled  out  of  Now 
Vork.  How  far  the  Inquiry  has  pro- 
greased  was  not  Indicated,  but  officials 
by  their  silence  gave  the  Impression 
that  no  definite  conclusions  had  been 
reached.  They  declined  to  comment  en 
the  ncwa  dispatches  from  San  Juan 
or  on  statements  by  the  Transatlantic 
Company  officials  in 'New  York,  char- 
acterising •  -the  story  told  by  the 
Manitowoc's  crew   as   fiction. 

In  many  quarters  the  inclination  waa 
to  regard  the  report  as  merely  another 
of  the  crop  of  unfounded  rumors  cur- 
rent here  since  the  visit  of  the  TJ-S3 
to  Newport.  It  waa  pointed  out  that 
all  such  rumors  are  investigated 
thoroughly  as  a  matter  of  policy,  and 
that  consequently  no  conclusions  could 
be  drawn  from  the  steps  taken  in  the 
present  case.  Some  naval  officials  on 
the  other  hand,  have  not  concealed 
their  belief  that  Gorman  submarines 
and  raiders  bare  been  supplied  from 
this  side  of  the  Atlantic.

"Utopian  legislation"  was  the  way 
Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser,  leaden  of  ths  Opposi- 
tion, dubbed  the  new  Land  Settlement 
Act  which  Hon.  John  Oliver  Introduced 
In  the  Legislature  on  Friday  last  and 
on  the  motion  for  the  second  reading 
of  which  Mr.  Bowser  spoke  yesterday 
afternoon.

NEW  YORK,  May  8.— A  London  cable 
to  The  New  York  Tribune  says: 

"The  struggle  on  the  Western  front 
has  reached  a  point  of  Intensity  In  tho 
past  two  days  where  tbe  attempt  to 
chronicle  incidents  is  a  mors  futility. 

"His  forces  bettered,  torn,  perhaps 
bewildered,  Hindenburg  la  now  throw- 
ing every  man  of  his  cherished 
strategic  reserves  Into  ths  struggle, 
hoping  at  all  costs  to  prevent  a  fur- 
ther Allied  victory.  For  the  time  be- 
ing  all  idea  of  movements  or  the  cap- 
ture of  positions  has  failed  on  either 
side.

Significant  Developments  in 
Germany  Are  Commented 
on  by  Swiss  Paper— Press  Al- 
lowed Remarkable  Licence. 


PABJ8,  May  7,  via  London,  May  t  — 
The  Oasette  do  Lausanne  (Swiss), 
which  keeps  an  ear  close  to  the  ground 
for  internal  rumblings  in  Germany,  and 
Is  always  well  Informed  on  matters  per- 
taining to  that  country,  publishes  an 
editorial  article  entitled  "The  Awaken- 
ing of  Germany,"  which  Is  a  striking 
Indication  of  how  little  Is  known  In  the 
belligerent  capitals  concerning  the 
great  silent  currents  which  are  steadily 
gaining  fores. 

The  writer  oeglns  by  stating  that  "to 
whosver  is  able  to  hear  through  a  wall 
or  see  through  curtains  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  the  German  Empire/Ms  be- 
ginning to  crack,  and  that /fissures 
which  are  perhaps  invisible  to  the  naked 
eye  are  already  developing." 

The  writer  suggests  that  revolutions 
are  always  prepared  in  silence,  an  ex- 
ample of  which  was  the  Russian  revolu- 
tion, which  was  little  suspected  even 
by  the  Csar.     He  goes  on: 

Significant  Utterances 

"So  far  we  can  only  hear  the  voices 
shouting  on  the  housetops,  such  as 
Liebknecht's,  now  effectually  stopped. 
Very  significant  are  the  speeches  of 
Hoffman,  the  Socialist  leader  in .  the 
Prussian  chamber,  and  even  more  extra- 
ordinarily violent  articles  by  Hermann 
Wendell,  who  combats  German  methods 
In  Alsace-Lorraine.  Wendell  spent  his 
youth  In  Alsace,  came  to  understand  the 
sufferings  of  the  downtrodden  people, 
and  has  since  become  their  moat  fervent 
onamplon.  True,  He  MllfftM  for  service 
In  Belgium  at  the  beginning  of  the  war, 
but  since  has  repented,  having  learned 
the  truth.  This  is  the  Wendell  who, 
as  the  youngest  member  of  the  Reichs- 
tag caused  a  scandal  a  year  before  the 
war  by  shouting  'Vive  la  France!'  dur- 
ing the  session. 

"Significant  also  is  a  daring  campaign 
waged  by  a  small  paper,  Die  Action, 
publiahed  by  Frans  Premfert  which,  de- 
spite Its  pitiless  disclosures,  has  es- 
caped censure  by  dexterous  means."

The  writer  says  it  is  surprising  to 
see  the  patience  of  the  German  Gov- 
ernment regarding  the  press  and  puts  It 
down  to  the  consciousness  of  Its 
strength,  for  which  reason  It  allows 
much  to  be  said,  only  suppressing  what 
actually  materialises  Into  deeds.  He 
cites  the  fact  that  a  young  revolution- 
ary poet,  Johannes  R.  Bocher,  created  a 
sensation  In  Berlin  by  reciting  at  a 
•oiree  a  violent  poetic  diatribe  against 
"the  greatest  general  in  existence," 
meaning  Hlndenburg.  A  book  by  him, 
entitled  "To  Europe."  has  been  bought 
by  the  intellectual  set  In  Berlin,  who 
evidently  sympathise  with  his  Ideals. 
According  to  the  writer,  all  this  proves 
that  the  people  who  gauge  the  German 
revolutionary  currents  merely  by  well- 
known  publications,  such  as  the  Vor- 
waerts  and  Simpltcissimus,  are  very  far 
from  having  sounded  the  depths  of  pub- 
lic currents.     The  article  ends  thus: 

"It  is  by  this  apparent  passivity  and 
silence  to  the  voices  louder  than  the 
cannon  from  Flanders  to  Alsace  that 
the  awakening  of  Germany  is  being  pre- 
pared. Today  this  Is  the  only  way  In 
which  discontent  of  the  thinking  ele-

ON  CANADIANS 


Enemy  Penetrates  Line  North- 
east of  Fresnoy,  but  Is  Sub- 
sequently Driven  Out,  Ex- 
cept at  One  Point. 


CANADIAN  ARMY  HEADQUART- 
ERS IN  FRANCE.  May  8—  (By  the 
Canadian  Oversea*  Correspondent.) — 
After  a  heavy  bombardment,  including 
the  discharge  of  a  large  number  of 
gas  shells,  the  enemy  thla  morning 
launched  an  attack  in  force  in  the 
region  northeast  of  Fresnoy  village, 
held  by  the  Canadian  corps.  In  the 
first  rush  the  Canadian  line  was  pene- 
trated. The  Germans  did  not  retain 
their  advantage  for  long,  however.  A 
counter-attack  was  organised  at  once, 
snd  by  7:30,  after  two  hours  of  fighting, 
the  line  occupied  before  the  attack  was 
re-established  except  for  a  small  pro- 
jecting angle  at  the  extreme  east  of  ths 
position.  Severe  fighting  continues  In 
the   region  about  Fresnoy. 


The  enemy's  losses  were  very  severe. 
The  seriously  wounded  as  well  as  the 
dead  had  to  He  where  they  fell  In  No 
Man's  'Land. 

Information  culled  from  enemy  de- 
tachments and  other  sources  believed 
to  be  trustworthy  indicates  that  ths 
enemy's  losses  were  very  heavy  In  the 
region  between  Hulluch  and  the  Scarpa 
River  during  the  last  four  weeks.  One 
battalion  is  shown  to  have  shrunk 
from  760  men  to  277  men  before  Its 
Incorporation  with-  two  others  in  a 
composite    battalion. 

The  intrepid  young-  aviators  operat- 
ing along  this  '  front  have  crippled 
the  enemy  In  his  artillery  observation 
service  by  the  destruction  of  his  bal- 
loons, which  have  been  anchored  well 
back  of  his  lines  since  the  last  suc- 
cessful raids  upon  them.  On  this  oc- 
casion seven  of  the  huge  gas  bags 
were  attacked.  AH  are  thought  to 
have  been  destroyed  and  five  are 
known  to  have  exploded  before  they 
reached  the  ground.  One  of  the  British 
aviators  who  took  part  In  the  raid 
failed  to  return. 

Suffers    in    Counter-Attack 

The  capture  of  an  Important  part  of 
the  enemy's  trenches  west  of  Avion 
on  Sunday  morning  otirred  him  up  to 
vigorous  action,  which  resulted  disas- 
trously for  him.  After  heavy  ahelling 
of  our  new  positions  to  prevent  their 
consolidation,  German  troops  Monday 
afternoon  delivered  spirited  counter- 
attacks on  the  position  between  Avion 
and  our  line.  Two  columns  took  part  in 
it,  and  not  a  man  of  the  SOO  or  more 
who  attempted  to  recover  the  lost 
ground  reached  the  first  line  trench. 
The  rear  waves  which  Issued  from,  the 
shelter  offered  by  tha  Lena  ruins  were 
caught  by  our  barrage,  which  was 
quickly  turned  on  them.  A  thin  Una 
of  men,  all  that  were  left  of  the  first 
wave  of  the  assault,  reached  the  slope 
In  front  of  our  trenches.  There  they 
came  under  our  concentrated  machine 
gun  and  rifle  fire,  which  destroyed  all 
who  persisted  In  going  forward. 


S  NOW  AWE 
TO  PEACE  TALK 


Government  of  Germany  Sees 
Movement  Which  It  Origin- 
ated Going  Beyond  Limits 
—•"Peace  Spies"  Hunted, 


COPENHAGEN.  May  t.— The  German 
Government  started  peace  talk  for  its 
own  ends,  but  now  It  is  .  confronted 
with  a  distinct  and  decidedly  growing 
movement  among  Its  people  for  peace, 
which  it  is  taking  measures  to  re- 
press. 

Private  advices  received  from  Ger- 
many today  outlined  this  new  de- 
velopment In  the  German  Govern- 
ment's peaoa  plotting.  They  detailed 
an  empire-wide  hunt  for  "peace  spies." 
The  hunt  has  been  transferred  from 
tha  civil  authorities  and  placed  in  the 
hands  of  tha  military  government, 
with  rewards  offered  for  arrests  of 
peace  propagandists. 

The  German  Government  appears 
determined  that  If  there  must  be  any 
peace  talk.  It  will  be  ths  Government 
and  not  tha  German  people  who  will 
do  the  talking.  Information  received 
here  indicated  a  widespread  plan  to 
carry  the  peace  movement  to  the 
German  people  and  repressive  meas- 
ures by  ths  Government.  Meanwhlla 
the  people  of  the  German  provinces, 
especially,  are  puzzled  to  understand 
why.  If  Britain  Is  as  nearly  broken 
and  defeated  as  the  German  Govern- 
ment claims,  she  is  still  making  war 
and  not  barkening  to  "peace  feel- 
ers." 

The  result  has  been,  according  to  the 
advices  received  her*,  that  a  formid- 
able wave  of  dissatisfaction  against 
the  German  autocracy  la  sweeping 
over  Germany.  There  Is  absolutely 
no  evidence,  however,  that  this  dis- 
satisfaction and  desire  for  peace  are 
sufficiently  strong  to  have  any  serious 
affect  on  tha  policy  of  tha  Gorman 
Government  or  the  military'  autocrats. 

Tha  "peace  spies"  who  ara  now  ba- 
ins; hunted  down  are  said  to  be  Ger- 
mans exclusively.  There  to  no  hint 
that  Germany's  enemies  are  engaaed 
within  her  borders  in  such  propa- 
ganda. 

Very  few  Gorman  newspapers  ara 
being  received  here  now,  but  all  which 
do  pass  the  censorship  contain  enthu- 
siastic articles  rejoicing  In  the  success 
of  the  German  submarine  warfare.  All 
feature  stories  from  British  news- 
papers detailing  the  food  shortage  In 
Britain  and  discussions  In  the  British 
Parliament,  aa  well  aa  plana  for  Amer- 
ican aid.

First  Contingent  From  United 
States  to  Appear  in  War 
Zone  Ready  to  Sail— Sur- 
geons, Nurses  and  Helpers. 


NEW  YORK.  May  I.— The  first  unit 
of  the  United  States  army  that  will 
carry  the  flag  Into  the  war  sons  In 
France,  went  aboard  ship  at  an  Amer- 
ican port  yesterday,  ready  to  sail  for 
England,  says  The  Times.  It  embraced 
•  40  surgeons,  nurses,  clerks,  hospital 
attendants  and  stretcher  bearers  from 
the  United  States  Army  Medical  Corpa 
and  the  Red  Cross,  together  with  non- 
commissioned officers  from  the  army 
depots  in  the  Eastern  districts  and 
will  be  under  the  command  of  Major 
H.  L.  Gilchrist  and  Capt.  Arnold 
Tuttle. 

In  the  party  ara  36  surgeons  and 
M  nurses  from  Cleveland,  forming  base 
hospital  No.  4,  known  aa  tha  Lake- 
side Hospital  unit,  which  waa  organ- 
ized by  Dr.  George  W.  Crlto  and 
others.  The  remaining  160  who  make 
up  the  unit  Include  12  non-commission- 
ed officers  from  the  Army  Medical 
Corps  and  140  college  students  recruit- 
ed by  the  National  Re*)  Cross,  who  have 
enlisted  in  the  medical  corps  for  ser- 
vice during  the  war.  They  ara  pre- 
pared to  drive  motor  ambulances,  carry 
the  wounded  off  the  field  on  stretchers, 
do  the  rough  work  in  the  base  hos- 
pitals and  perform  any  duties  they 
may  be  called  upon  to  fulfil. 

It  is  understood,  says  The  Times, 
that  the  unit  will  go  first  to  some  of 
the  big  military  hospitals  In  England 
and  cross  over  to  France  a  week  or 
two    later. 

The  entire  equtpment  for  base  hos- 
pital No.  4  will  be  carried  on  the  aame 
ship  which  conveys  the  unit  to  for- 
eign service.  The  unit  will  have  the 
United  States  flag,  tho  colors  of  the 
Army  Medical  Corps,  and  the  National 
Red  Cross  flag  to  fly  in  France. 

The  second  unit,  base  hospital  No. 
6,  comprising  250  members,  is  being 
equipped  in  Boston  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Harvey  Cushlng,  and  will  be 
ready  to  leave  shortly  for  tha  war 
xone.  In  charge  of  United,  States  army 
officers. 

A  dispatch  to  The  World  from  Wash- 
ington says  the  first  contingent  of 
American  medical  units  will  sail  for 
Europe  during  the  next  week. 

BRITISH  LIQUOR  TRADE 


Development*    Take*    te   Indicate 
by    Government— Carlisle 
Quoted 

LONDON,  May  8.— "There  Is  au- 
thority for  the  statement,"  says  the 
Times  this  morning,  "that  the  Govern- 
ment have  adopted  in  principle  tha 
policy  of  state  purchase  of  the  liquor 
trade.  A  debate  on  the  subject  of  the 
present  restrictions  will  take  place 
Tuesday,  and  the  occasion  may  bo  used 
to  announce  the  impending  legislation." 

Editorially  the  Times  says: 

"Tha  liquor  control  board  Is  certain- 
ly the  most  successful  of  all  admin- 
istrative bodies  set  up.  Direct  control 
of  the  liquor  traffic  by  tha  state  is 
much  more  a  controversial  question 
than  canteens,  but  the  board  will  be 
able  to  present  a  very  satisfactory  re- 
port. A  largo  experiment  in  Carlisle 
and  vicinity  was  Inaugurated  laat  July. 
The  transference  and  conversion  of  the 
trade  has  been  gradually  carried  out, 
and  the  process  is  still  going  on.  Ths 
policy  of  the  board,  in  acquiring  pos- 
session has  been  to  introduce  a  num- 
ber of  drastic  changes  in  the  conduct 
of  the  traffic  without  suppression  of  the 
sale  of  intoxicants.  It  will  please 
neither  the  trade  nor  their  enemies 
the  prohibitionists,  but,  without  en- 
dorsing every  detail,  we  believe  it  is 
bound  to  meet  with  general  approval. 
Its  most  salient  feature  is  tha  large 
reduction  in  the  '  number  of  public 
houses."

LONDON.  May  •.— A  Router  dispatch  \ 
from  Amsterdam  says  reports  received 
there  from  Budapaath  ara  to  tha  effect 
that  tha  sixth  Hungarian  war  loan  will 
ha  issued  tn  tha  middle  of  May.

When  he  says  that  the  British  hare  not 
enough  divisions  in  the  field,. he  means 
that  the  man-power  la  Insufficient  to 
push  home  the  present  offensive  to  a 
decisive  issue.     His  statement  also  is  a

On  the  other 
hand,  it  is  pointed  oat  with  considerable 
acumen  that  a  Targe  proportion  of  those 
who  are  now  employed  In  munitions 
factories,  who,  before  were  engaged  In 
agriculture,  will,  for  social  and  economic 
reasons,  desire  to  continue  In  Industrial 
employment  and  will  And  it  less  dif- 
ficult to  secure  and  retain  position*  In 
towns  and  cities  than  will  many  of 
the  returned  soldiers.  It  is  also  pointed 
out  that  while  the  theory  Is  correct 
that  military  training  and  discipline  Im- 
prove the  ability  of  the  average  man 
to  carry  Into  effect  with  precision  and 
dispatch  Instructions  that  are  provided 
in  railway  and  other  transportation  or- 
ganizations, it  doea  usually  depreciate 
the  ability  for  those  avocations  which 
are  necessarily  dependent  upon  per- 
sonal Initiative,  such  as  agriculture.  In 
certain  operations  at  the  front  initiative, 
of  course,  will  be  developed. 

Having  In  view  these  considerations,

"Russia  is  permeated  with  socialism, 
not  the  practical  socialism  of  Germany, 
but  the  socialism  of  unpractised  Ideals. 
Peace  to  an  Ideal;  universal  arbitration 
of  disputes  to  en  ideal;  non-territorial 
expansion  to  an  ideal,  and  many  other 
things  are  Ideals;  but  In  their  desire  for 
peace  on  a  lasting  basis  in  order  that  all 
these  ideals  may  be  realised,  they  for- 
get that  we  are  fighting  an  enemy  whose 
ideals  are  tbg  antlthtoes  of*  everything 
which  they  are  striving  for,  an  enemy 
whose  aim  to  net  only  territorial  ex- 
pansion, but  the  domination'  of  the 
world  and  whose  victory  would  be  the 
death  knell  of  all  their  fondest  hopes 
and  aspirations,  fa  their  temporary  ex- 
citement and  enthusiasm  they  do  not 
realise  that  they  are  playing  into  the 
hands  of  that  enemy,  whose  defeat  to 
necessary  that  Europe  may  be  regen- 
erated.

A  boaue  to  ■  unskilled 
labor,  whereby  those  who  wish  to  train 
with  bona  fide  approved  farmers  should 
receive  a  caah  bonus  in  addition  to 
their  wages.  It  Is  also  recommended 
that  special  bureaus  for  agricultural 
labor  be  established  at  central  points, 
whose  duUes  would  he  obvious.

He  referred  to  the  steps  taken 
by  the  late  Government  to  inaugurate 
a  modern  and  effective  system  of  assist- 
ing tho  farmers,  a  system  based  upon 
the  report  of  the  Royal  Commission 
which  in  1013  made  an  extended  and  far- 
reaching  Investigation  of  conditions  in 
this  Province  as  well  as  In*  Europe,  NeW 
Zealand  and  Australia.  It  *  was  recog- 
nised by  all,  he  believed,  that  British 
Columbia  waa  not  an  agricultural  coun- 
try In  the  same  way  as  the  Prairies  by 
reason  of  its  topographical  features  re- 
quiring the  linking  up  by  roads  of  its 
many  fertile  valleys.  The  value  of  pro- 
duction especially  at  this  time  was  im- 
portant. 

The  result  of  the  commission's  la- 
bors was  the  Agricultural  Act,  1915,  un- 
der the  terms  of  which  the  Agricultural 
Credits  Commission  was  Inaugurated  in 
1916  and  that  latter'  body  has  been 
carrying  out  the  policy  of  loans  to  far- 
mers. While  the  Minister  of  Agricul- 
ture had  had  to  make  excuess  for  doing 
away  with  that  board,  he  had  been,  Mr. 
Bowser  admitted,  fair  in  his  statements 
concerning  its  work,  but  at  the  same 
time  some  of  his  deductions  had  been 
erroneous.  For  instance,  Mr.  Bowser 
pointed  out,  the  Minister  had  stated  that 
the  results  of  the  operations  of  the 
Credits  Commission  had  not  come  up  to 
expectations.  Every  man  who  had 
eought  a  loan  and  did  not  get  one  had 
been  loud  in  his  complaints.  But  those 
objections  might  be  expected.  It  took 
time  to  get  the  work  under  way,  the 
board  had  no  precedents  to  go  by  and 
the  preliminary  work  in  having  proper 
application  forms  prepared  and  then 
sent  out  to  the  hundreds  of  applicants 
and,  when  filled  in,  returned,  all  took 
time.  A  great  deal  of  care  had  to  be 
exercised  to  see  that  the  million  at  the 
disposal  of  the  board  was  properly 
placed.  Many  of  the  titles  were  defec- 
tive and  had  to  be  changed  into  what 
is  known  as  an  Indefeasible  title  be- 
fore the  board  could  legally  advance  the 
money. 

Ko  Vadae  Delay 
As  a  result  of  this  delay  in  the  money 
going  out  there  had  been  delay  In  get- 
ting in  interest  on  tho  loans.  Most  of 
the  money  was  lying  in  the  bank  earning 
3  per  cent  instead  of  the  %%  Per  cent 
secured  when  it  was  loaned  out,  and 
that  undoubtedly  accounted  for  the  fact 
that  there  had  been  an  apparent  loss  on 
the  operations  of  the  board. "  But  it  had 
to  be  borne  In  mind,  Mr.  Bowser  said, 
takit  aa  In  the  case  of  all  new  organiza- 
tions the  initial  expenae  was  large.  As 
the  loans  increased  this  overhead 
charge  would  be  reduced.  Five  millions 
could  have  been  loaned  at  practically 
no  Increase  in  outlay  over  that  Incurred 
in  the  loaning  of  the  million. 

While  the  present  Act  stipulated  that 
the  money  loaned  to  the  farmer  should 
not  be  at  a  rate  of  more  than  1  per 
cent  over  the  rate  paid*  by .  the  Govern- 
ment for  the  money  borrowed,  the  fact 
was  it  had  been  loaned  at  .37  per  cent, 
an  advantage  to  the  farmer,  but  a  rate 
that  Could  not  be  expected  to  cover 
the  cost  of  the  work  at  the  commence- 
ment.' The  Minister  had  told  the  House 
of  a  lose  on  operating  account  of  some 
$30,000  up  to  April  30',  but  had  felled 
to  credit  interest  on  loans  earned  to 
that  date.  The  information  which  the 
Government  had1  given  In  response  to 
questlona  put  by  the  Opposition  at  the 
present  session  showed  that  there  were 
no  arrears  ot  Interest  on  any  of  the 
loans,  a  gratifying  condition  of  affairs. 
Hon.'  Mr.  Oliver  intervened  to  state 
that  he  understood  there  were  several 
loons  In  arrears  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Mr.  Bowser  remarked  that  the  Infor* 
mat  Ion  supplied  by  the  Government  hed 
not  shown'  If,'  hut  even  If  It  were  the 
case.  It  did  not  affect  the  satisfactory 
ahewtng  all  round  and  was  to  be  ex- 
pected In  view  of'  the  prevailing  finan- 
cial depression.  All  that  the  existing 
Credit*  Board  needed  now  waa  more 
money.  Had  It  been  allowed  to  continue 
Its  operations  It  wools  have  shown  up 
to  much  greater  advantage  aa  tbp  work 
waa  extended.

Ae 
a  matter  of  fact,  last  Fall  one  of  the  di- 
rectors accompanied  the  appraiser  so  that 
the  board  had  flret  hand  Information  ot 
the  security  offered  In  each  case.  The 
applications  from  borrowers  were  most 
comprehensive  and  these,  coupled  with 
the  full  details  ot  the  appraisers'  re- 
ports, gave  full  Information  to  the 
board,  which  always  bad  three  members 
and  Often  four  present  when  the  appli- 
cations were  dealt  with.  The  email 
amount  In  arrears  Indicated  that  the 
\  board  had  displayed  that  good  business 
judgment  necessary  to  the  successful 
carrying  out  of  the  policy.  There  ehould 
be  placed  before  the  House,  Mr.  Bowser 
claimed,  something  more  than  the  ex- 
cuses of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  to 
justify  or  warrant  any  change  in  the 
present  system  of  carrying  on  the  work 
of  farmers'  loans. 

An  Excuse 
"It  aeema  to  me  that  this  new  bill  to 
merely  an  excuse  to  reorganise  the  old 
board  out  of  existence,"  Mr.  Bowser 
doctored.  "The  Minister  of  Agriculture 
had  got  cigar  of  the  superintendent  ot 
the  preaent  hoard  and  now  wants  to  rid 
himself  of  the  directors.  At  first 
glance  the  new  bill  appears  to  be  a 
commendable  effort.  BuJ^that  could  he 
said  of  ths  Civil  Service  Bill.  It  looked 
good  on  the  face  of  it,  but  when  put  to 
the  cold  steel  of  erttlciem  it  did  not 
show  up  so  well.  I  made  the  statement 
that  the  Civil  Service  BUI  would  be 
used  to  reorganize  out  the  old  civil  ser- 
vants. This  bill  is  designed  to  do  the 
same  with  (Messrs.  Bridge  and  Duncan, 
the  two  competent  directors  on  the 
present  Credits  Board.  I  am  not  a 
prophet  or  a  son  of  a  prophet,  but  I  am 
willing  to  predict  that  when  this  ses- 
sion is  over  the  minister  will  get  In 
his  fine  work.  It  would  be  only  In  keep- 
ing with  his  statement  the  other  day 
that  the  Government  should  keep  on  ap- 
pointing Liberals  to  office  until  it  has 
restored  an  even  balance  between  Liber- 
als and  Conservatives  in  office,  that  for 
the  past  fourteen  years  the  Conserva- 
tives have  had  It  all  their  own  way'and 
the  time  has  come  when  tne  Liberal 
friends  of  the  Government  shall  have 
their  day. 

"I  can  see  the  Liberal  seals  now  go- 
ing down  and  the  other  up  in  the  air 
with  a  few  Conservatives  hanging  to 
the  edge.

BRIG.-GEN.  LECKIE  TO 
TAKE  COMMAND  HERE 

Officer  of  Long  Experience  in 
Militia  and  in  Present  War 
Will  Succeed  Col.  J.  Duff 
Stuart. 


Uric-General  R.  O.  E.  Leckie.  D.H.O.. 
will  supersede  Colonel  J.  Puff  Stuart 
la  the  command  of  Military  District 
No.  11,  which  embraces  the  whole  of 
British  Columbia  and  the  Yukon  Ter- 
ritory. 

That  General  Leckie  would  eventually 
take  command  of  the  district  haa  been 
more  ore  lees  common  knowledge  in 
higher  military  circles  here  for  some 
time,  but  It  waa  not  known  definitely 
when  the  change  would  be  effected. 
General  Leokle  haa  now  been  formally 
granted  a  transfer  from  the  Canadian 
Expeditionary  Force,  and  he  has  been 
recalled  to  Canada  to  assume  the  tem- 
porary command  of  Military  District 
No.    11.  *  -- 

Inquiries  made  last  night  brought 
out  the  Information  that  the  General, 
since  his  transfer  haa  been  arranged, 
will  probably  arrive  in  victoria  soma 
time  about  the  end  of  the  present 
month  or  early  in  June,  unleas  he  la 
given  special  leave  in  the  meantime. 
It  la  believed  here  that  _  the  appoint- 
ment will  probably  be  effective  for  the 
duration  of  the  war. 

Col.  Stuart's  appointment  as  district 
officer  commanding  has  from  the  outset 
been  only  of  a  temporary  nature.  He 
took  over  charge  of  the  military  ad- 
ministration following  the  departure  of 
Col.  A.  T.  Ogllvle  last  Summer  with 
the  16th  Brigade  Canadian  Artillery. 
He  haa  been  in  office  now  for  practic- 
ally a  year,  and  in  every  branch  of 
work  has  capably  discharged  his  duties. 

It  Is  not  yet  known  what  Col.  Stuart 
will  do  following  General  Leckle'a  taa> 
ins  office.  It  la  probable,  however, 
that  he  will  assume  command  of  the 
23rd  Infantry  Brigade  on  the  Main- 
land. He  la  still  officially  the  com- 
mander of  that  brigade,  for,  since  his 
appointment  as  D.  O.  C.  was  only  tem- 
porary, no  successor  was  named  to  take 
charge  of  the  brigade.  Since  taking 
over  command  at  Work  Point  Col. 
Stuart  haa  been  attending  to  the  work 
of  both  offices. 

Mainland    Brigade 

The  2 3rd  Infantry  Brigade  was  or- 
ganised as  part  of  the  Canadian  Militia 
and  comprises  the  four  Infantry  regi- 
ments of  Vancouver  and  New  West- 
minster— the  6th  Duke  of  Connaught's 
Own  RIHes,  the  11th  Irish  Fusiliers,  the 
72nd  Seaforth  Highlanders  and  the 
104th  Westminster  Regiment.  Before 
the  war  Col.  Stuart  waa  brigadier,  with 
Major  Tlte  acting  as  brigade  major. 
On  the  outbreak  of  war  the  regiments 
of  the  23rd  Brigade  started  to  recruit 
battalions  for  overseas,  and  the  task 
devolving  upon  Col.  Stuart  Increased 
In  importance.  Throughout  the  ad- 
ministration of  Col.  Ogllvle,  Col.  Stuart 
was  his  right  hand  man  and  he  acted 
as  camp  commandant  at  Vernon  during 
the  Summer  training  there  In  1916. 
When  Col.  Ogllvle  went  overseas  Col. 
Stuart  was  the  natural  choice  of  the 
Militia  Department  as  his  temporary 
successor  until  another  could  be  secur- 
ed to  take  the  permanent  command  of 
the  district. 

Col.  Stuart  was  in  Vancouver  yester- 
day, but  arrived  here  on  the  early 
morning  boat  in  company  with  Major- 
General  S.  C.  Mewburn,  who  is  super- 
vising the  organisation  of  the  Cana- 
dian Defence  Force  throughout  the 
Dominion. 

Brlg.-General  Leckie  Is  expected  to 
assume  command  as  soon  as  he  arrives 
In  this  city.  He  is  a  soldier  of  long 
experience,  both  in  the  Canadian 
Militia  and  in  active  service,  having 
been  over  two  years  at  the  front  in  the 
present  war.  His  home  is  in  Van- 
couver. In  1890  he  was  gazetted  a 
lieutenant  in  the  75th  Regiment  and  in 
the  following  year  became  the  ad- 
jutant of  that  unit,  in  1895  he  trans- 
ferred to  the  Sth  Princess  Louise's  New 
Brunswick  Hussars  at  lieutenant,  al- 
though retaining  the  rank  of  major. 
He  later  went  on  the  reserve  list,  but 
on  moving  West  he  was  offered  the 
command  of  the  72nd  Seaforth  High- 
landers, of  Vancouver,  which  he  ac- 
cepted, being  subsequently  made  a 
lieutenant-colonel.  Hla  appointment 
dated  from  November  24,  1910.  In  the 
South  African  War  he  saw  service  with 
"A"  .squadron  of  the  2nd  Canadian 
Mounted  Rifles,  and  for  his  work  was 
given  the  Queen's  Medal  with  two 
clasps. 

Commanded    15th   Battalion 

When  the  present  war  broke  out  he 
Immediately  volunteered  to  go  over- 
seas,  and  was  put  In  command  of  the 
15th  Battalion,  Canadian  Scottish,  fol- 
lowing the  reorganisation  of  the  1st 
Canadian  Contingent.  In  that  capacity 
he  served  with  distinction  during  the 
first  few  months  of  Canada's  active 
participation  in  the  fighting,  and  hla 
battalion  won  undying  glory  during 
the  fighting  at  Festubert  Orchard  and 
at  Yprea  In  the  early  Spring  of  1911. 
He  was  appointed  commander  of  a 
brigade  In  the  2nd  Division  and  re- 
tained the  command  until  severely 
wounded.  Hie  injury  enforced  his  re- 
moval to  England,  Lieut-Col.  Odium, 
formerly  a  subordinate  officer  In  the 
old  16th  Battalion,  succeeding  htm  aa 
O.  G  of  the  brigade. 

The  General  haa  made  a  fine  record 
for  himself  in  the  field  and  won  the  re- 
putation among  fellow  officers  and  men 
of  being  one  of  the  most  fearless  and 
able  leaders  and  a  master  pf  strategy. 
Having  with  him  the  experience  of 
many  years  of  service  both  in  peace 
and  war,  aa  well  aa  being  skilled  In 
executive  and  detail  work,  a  better  man 
could  not  have  been  found  to  take  com- 
mand  here. 

In  civil  life  General  Leckie  is  a 
civil  engineer.  He  waa  one  of  the  chief 
promoters  of  the  Valley  Telephone 
Company  In  Eastern  Canada,  and  in 
1901  he  undertook  an  expedition  Into 
Somaliland  on  the  east  coast  of  Africa. 
He  spent  nlae  months  In  the  country, 
exploring  and  shooting  bfg  game. 
While  In  British  Volumbla  be  acted  aa 
consulting  engineer  for  several  mines.

NOT  LEASE  OF  PARK 


City  *•  Protest  Immediately  About  Arrange* 

■watt    far    Allowing    Merely    Use 

of  Ms  Aesee  en  Reserve 

There  waa  a  general  note  of  dissat- 
isfaction at  the  City  Hall  yesterday 
when  It*  was  learned  that  the  Provincial 
Government  does  not  Intend  to  make 
the  city  an  out  and  out  gift  of  the  six 
acres  on  the  Songbees  Reserve  for 
park  purposes,  but  to  allow  the  city 
to  have  the  property  on  a  ninety-nine 
year  lease  at  $1  a  year. 

It  was  explained  at  the  City  Hall 
that  the  general  understanding-  between 
the  city  and  the  late  government  was 
that  the  city  waa  to  have  the  park  site 
as  a  straight  gift  for  all  time,  when 
the  Reserve  was  divided.  The  mem- 
bers of  that  government  said  that  the 
city  by  ependlng-  money  and  Improving 
the  park  would  Increase  the  value  of 
the  rest  of  the  Reserve. 

City  officials  yesterday  commended 
the  stand  taken  by  Mr.  W.  J,  Bowser, 
leader  of  the  Opposition,  In  advocating 
the  straight  gift  of  the  Songhees  park 
to  the  city  of  Victoria  and  the  Old 
Courthouse  site  In  Vancouver  to  the 
city  of  Vancouver  Instead  of  the  lim- 
ited leases  as  proposed.  They  said 
that  Victoria  had  a  better  case  for  a 
direct  gift  as  money  spent  on  the  park 
here  would  Increase  the  value  of  the 
Reserve  In  general,  whereas  the  Old  I 
Courthouse  site  in  Vancouver  is  now  ( 
valuable  property,  which  It  might  be 
in  the  Jntecestu.of  the  Province  to  hold. 

It  Is  understood  that  some  of  the 
city  officials,  headed  by  Mayor  Todd, 
will  take  up  the  matter  today,  and  do 
something  before  the  bill  goes  through 
the  House  probably  this  afternoon. 
Mr.  George  Bell,  M.P.P.,  has  charge,  of 
the  city's  Interests  In  connection  with 
the  bill  while  It  is  before  the  Legisla- 
ture.

Third  Member  for  Vancouver 
Sees  No  Necessity  for  the 
Amendments  Urged  on  Be- 
half of  Section  of  Profession. 


Trades      Council      Re  dorses     Measure     New 
Before    Legislature   to   Amend   Exist- 
In*;    Dental    Refutation. 

Endorsement  of  the  bill  now  before 
the  Legislature  to  amend  the  Dentistry 
Act  was  given  last  night  by  the  execu- 
tive of  the  Trades  and  Labor  Council  at 
a  special  meeting,  when  the  following 
resolution  was  passed: 

Whereas  a  bill  Is  now.  before  the 
Legislative  Assembly  for  consideration 
intituled  "An  Act  respecting  Dentistry": 

And  whereas,  after  careful  considera- 
tion of  the  proposed  measure  and  the 
present  Act  affecting  the  profession  of 
dentistry 'in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  It  is  deemed  by  this  executive 
that  the  proposed  legislation  Is  In  tho 
interest  of  the  people  of  this  Province, 
and  particularly,  of  the  workers  and 
their  families: 

Therefore,  be  It  resolved,  that  this 
executive  pass  a  resolution  endorsing 
the  proposed  .Act  In  full,  and  particu- 
larly that  provision  providing  for  the 
granting  of  permits  to  practitioners 
qualified  to  work  elsewhere  to  work  aa 
operatora  under  the  supervision  of  a 
qualified  and  registered  member  of  the 
College  of  Dental  Surgeons  In  this 
Province: 

And  be  it  further  resolved  that  a  copy 
of  this  resolution  bo  forwarded  to  Mr. 
G.  G.  McGeer,  member  for  Richmond, 
the  member  In  charge  of  the  measure. 
and  to  Dr.  Mcintosh,  third  member  for 
Vancouver,  who  Is  opposing  the  meas- 
ure: to  Premier  Brewster,  and  the  three 
other  members  for  the  City  of  Victoria, 
Messrs.  Bell.  Hart  and  Halt 
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Opposition  to  the  proposed  amend- 
ments to  the  Dentistry  Act  as  Intro- 
duced in  the  Legislature  on  Monday  by 
Mr.  O.  G.  McOeer,  Liberal  member  lot 
Rlchmonl,  was  made  yesterday  after- 
noon by  Dr.  Mcintosh,  third  Liberal 
member  for  Vancouver,  when  the  de- 
bate on  the  motion  for  tho  second  read- 
ing of  the  bill  was  resumed. 

Dr.  Mcintosh  declared  that  In  the  ab- 
sence at  the  front  or»  per  cent  of 
tho  registered  dentists  of  tho  Province, 
the  House  should  not  deal  with  the 
amendments.  He  quoted  from  letters  ho 
bad  received  from  some  of  those  on  ac- 
tive service  to  show  that  they  believed 
the  movement  for  changing  the  exist- 
ing act  originated  by  tho  advertising 
dentists  with  a  view  to  opening  up  the 
profession  to  cheap  and  therefore  in- 
competent assistant*,  thus  lowering  the 
standard  of  the  profession,  that  many 
of  the  amendments  were  selfish  and  un- 
satisfactory, and  that  to  make  the 
changes  proposed  would  benefit  a  clasr 
which  had  done  nothing  to  assist  the 
profession  and  none  of  the  advertising 
dentists  were  at  the  front,  and  that  this 
effort  was  "the  crowning  effort  In  their 
unpatriotic   course." 

Dr.  Mcintosh  pointed  to  the  fact  that 
forty-nine  dentists  in  Vancouver. 
twenty-four  in  Victoria,  and  others  in 
the  smaller  towns,  are  against  the  pro- 
posed amendments.  The  few  who  de- 
sired tho  changes  were  considered  by 
the  others  aa  "unethical"  in  their 
methods  of  advertising.  It  was  no  se- 
cret, he  averred,  that  many  of  those 
desiring-  the  changes  in  the  present 
regulations  had  broken  the  law;  they 
had  even  boasted  of  it. 

There  was  only  one  .change  among  the- 
large  number  proposed  by  the  bill  before 
the  House  that  Dr.  Mcintosh  believed 
should  be  approved.  That  woo  the  one 
urging  that  the  Provincial  body  should 
become  affiliated  with  the  Dominion 
Dental  College.  Already,  he  stated,  the 
British  Columbia  Dental  College  had 
taken  steps  to  secure  association  with 
the  Dominion  organisation  and  this 
would  take  place  In  June.  If  the  threat 
to  bring  down  a  new  bill  had  been  the 
occasion  of  the  move  upon  the  part  of 
the  Dental  College  here  It  had  proved 
successful,  he  eald.  Under  the  Domin- 
ion College  rules  a  higher  standard  ot 
education  was  required  and  so  the  as- 
sertion by  the  member  for  Richmond, 
when  introducing  the  bill,  that  the  stan- 
dard hers  was  too  high,  waa  not  cor- 
rect. 

Dr.  Mcintosh  declared  the  plea  of  the 
dentists  behind  the  bill  that  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Dental  Council  should  be 
appointed  by  the .  Lieutenant-Governor- 
in-Councll  so  that  the  people  might  have 
representation  on  the  council,  was  a 
specious  one.'  but  would  simply  mean 
that  the  element  of  politics  would  be 
Interjected  into  the  affairs  of  the  coun- 
cil. The  demand  that  provision  be  made 
whereby  permits  might  be  granted  to 
those  who  were  not  yet  qualified  to  be- 
come registered  dentists  waa  bad  in 
principle,  he  averred,  as  it  would  not 
help  those  districts  where  (here  Is  a 
shortage  of  dentists.  The  real  reason 
for  that  shortage.  If  there  was  one,  waa 
the  fact  that  ouch  a  large  number  had 
gene  to  the  front  From  Vancouver 
alone  eighty-seven  had  gone,  and  no 
doubt  other  centres  •  of  population  could 
say  the  same.  It  would  be  most  unwise, 
he  believed,  to  bring  in  unlicensed  men 
and  train  them  here  until  they  could 
become  qualified  when  they  would  com- 
pete with  those  members  of  the  pro- 
fession now  serving  their  Empire  at  the 
front. 

"It  Is  dangerous  to  allow  the  element 
of  politics  to  enter  into  the  affaire  of 
the  profession,"  he  declared.  "It  is  not 
right  to  give  permits  to  men  who  are 
not  qualified,  to  place  a  premium  upon 
lawbreakers,  to  grant  these  requests  at 
the  expense  of  those  overseas.  Other 
organisations  ouch  as  the  law,  medi- 
cine, etc.,  are  not  so  treated,  and  if  It  is 
necessary  to  break  up  *this  '^•called 
•close  corporation,'  as  the  labor  men 
suggest  It  Is,  the  proposed  amendments 
are  not  the  proper  way  tp  go  about  It." 

Mr.  H.  C.  Hall  euggested  that  the  bill 
be  referred  to  a  seleot  committee  of  the 
House,  and  he  named  Messrs.  White*id<), 
McOeer,  K.  C.  Macdonald,  Walters. 
Pooley,  Shatford.  and  Dr.  Sutherland  as 
the  committee. 

Mr.  Speaker  pointed  out  that  there 
was  no  rule  of  the  House  that  permit- 
ted such  a  course.  The  bill,  he  advised, 
should  be  given  Its  second  reading,  wbsn 
on  the  motion  to  go  Into  committee  It 
could  be  decided  whether  the  committee 
should  be  the  committee  of  the  House 
or  a  select  committee.  That  was,  how- 
ever, a  point  on  which  he  would  desire 
to  reserve  his  decision, 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  suggested  that  the 
junior  Liberal  member  for  Victoria 
ehould  move  the  adjournment  of  the 
debate,  and  the  Speaker's  ruling  could 
be  forthcoming  at  the  next  sitting.  This 
course  was  adopted. 

SAANICH  ESTIMATES 

AGAIN  DISCUSSED 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Saanlch  Works 
Committee  last  evening  the  estimates 
were  again  discussed.  They  show  a 
substantial  reduction  ae  compared  with 
1»1«. 

Of  the  tlil.OOt  In  the  general  esti- 
mates, some  of  tho  items  are  practical- 
ly Axed  by  contracts,  whereas  expendi- 
ture for  roada  and  bridges  has  been 
greatly  reduced.  The  latter  course  Is 
one  doubtful  expediency,  for  while  the 
trunk  roads  are  la  fair  condition,  some 
In  excellent  eheae.  the  cross  roads  In 
the  suburban  districts  want  a  greet 
deal  of  attention. 

This  fig-are  of  f  1 1 1.000  compares  with 
$130,000  for  corresponding  items  twelve 
months  ago.  About  141. 2ls  will  be 
wanted  for  sinking  fund  and  t;i.ooe 
for  Interest  for  road  paving,  water- 
works and  local  improvement  which  la 
aa  aggregate  advance  of  tS.zee  on  the 
debenture  charges  ef  Itlf.  The  operat- 
ing expenses  of  the  waterworks  last 
year  were  about  SS.4le  and  will  again 
so  practically  the  same.  Tho  amount 
of  water  to  be  purchased  from  The  clt% 
particularly  since  the  council  has 
amended  its  rates  to  encourage  Irriga-

HAD  (ME  INS 
UNDER  !1Y  RIDGE 

Military  Ym.C A  Officers  Tell 
How  Organization  Is  Aiding 
Men  at  Front— Beating  Out 
Wet  Canteens. 


Capt  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Cameron, 
dieted  at  the  Military  TM-C.A.  Yaity  at 
tho  Metropolitan  Methodist  Church  on 
Monday  night  that  the  TM.C.A..  be- 
cause of  the  work  it  la  doing  at  the 
front  and  the  burdens  its  members 
are  performing,  will  emerge  with  the 
glory  of  a  virile  manhood.  He  eald  he 
believed  that  the  moat  powerful  appeal 
to  the  Supreme  Being  In  Prance  today 
le  being  made  through  the  Y.M.C.A. 
Capt  Cameron  aaa  Just  returned  on 
leave  from  toe  front  Before  taking  up 
military  work  he  waa  pastor  of  the 
Bloor  Street  Baptist  Church,  Toronto. 

He  told  of  what  the  y.m.C.a.  la  do- 
ing to  fight  the  wet  canteen  In  the 
military  camps. 

"Some  of  us  fall  to  see  why  there 
should  be  wet  canteens  among  the 
Canadian  soldiers."  he  said.  "What  do 
we  do?  We  do  not  go  in  for  temper- 
ance aermona  We  put  our  own  hut 
across  tho  way  from  the  canteen.  We 
get  the  best  concert  talent  from  Lon- 
don. We  put  on  an  entertainment  of 
high  quality  and  we  win  every  time." 

He  went  on  to  aay  that  ths  Y.M.C.A. 
spends  $1,000  a  day  en  tea  and  coffee, 
and  last  year  took  to  Prance  20,000 
pounds  of  maple  sugar.  At  Vimy 
Ridge  great  urns  of  coffee  and  tea 
were  buried  under  the  very  Ridge  it- 
self. During  the  fighting  the  troops 
would  run  underground,  turn  the  spout 
and  get  as  much  steaming  hot  coffee 
as  they  wanted. 

"If  the  churches  of  this  country  do 
not  roll  up  their  sleeves  and  give  an 
exhibition  of  shirt-sleeve  Christianity 
they  witl  meet  with  the  failure  they 
deserve,"  Capt.  Cameron  continued. 
"The  old  barrier  between  the  sacred 
and  the  secular  has  been  broken  down 
by.  the  war.  False  distinction  has  gone 
and  the  secular  has  been  elevated  to  tbe 
level  of  the  sacred.  The  finest  work  ac- 
complished in  France  has  been  achieved 
in  a  social  atmosphere.  Frivolity  to 
prayer  is  only  a  step  when  once  you 
have  discovered  tbe  way.  There  are 
no  hymns  of  hate  in  the  Canadian 
trenches. 

"I  brand  it  as  a  lie  and  a  slander  on 
Canada's  manhood  If  It  has  been  said 
that  our  men  have  not  been  as  they 
should  have  been.  Their  lives,  I  say, 
have    been   clean    and    upright" 

Capt  C.  W.  Bishop,  national  secretary 
of  the  Y.M.C.A.,  who  has  also  returned 
from  the  front,  went  Into  details  of 
the  cost  of  the  organisation's  work 
overseas  and  the  great  need  of  money. 

Mr.  James  Forman,  president  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  was  chairman.  Mrs. 
Robert  Balrd  sang  "There" s  a  Land."

Dr.  Wlnslow  Anderson,  died  in  Hew 
York   yesterday. 

Dr.  Anderson  was  married  on  March

Creditable  Performance  of 
Well-Known  Oratorio  Given 
at  First  Presbyterian  Church 
Last  Evening. 


The  rendering^of  Haydn's  Creation  at 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  last 
night  -before  a  fairly  large  audience 
proved  a  very  creditable  performance  ot 
an  ambitious  task.  Tbe  chorus  of  one 
hundred  voicea  waa  thoroughly  well  up 
to  tbe  work,  well  balanced  and  did  full 
justice  to  Mr.  Jackson  Hanby.  und:r 
whose  direction  the  performance  was 
given.  Wtth  the  two  principal  solo 
parte  entrusted  to  Miss  Eva  Hart  (so- 
prano) and  Mr.  tildeon  Hicks  (bass).  It 
Is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  their 
numbers  were  excellently  sung.  Miss 
Hart  was  In  very  good  voice  and  the 
many  ornamental  and  descriptive  pas- 
sages in  the  music  which  fell  to  her 
share  were  beautifully  executed.  Mr. 
Hicks  also  was  at  his  best,  though  his 
style  was  rather  tee  solem.i  In  some  of 
tho  lighter  parts.  Mr.  R.  B.  McMenaie 
(tenor)  waa  somewhat  overshadowed  by 
the  other  two  principals.  His  voice 
hardly  seemed  strong  enough  for  ora- 
torio, and  at  times  he  waa  distinctly 
throaty,  but  he  had  a  pleasant  stylo  and 
rose  to  the  occasion  well  In  his  air  "In 
native  worth  and  honor  clad,"  which 
earned  for  him  some  hearty  applause. 

In  a  work  which  is  full  of  beautiful 
numbers  It  is  bard  to  pick  out  any  for 
special  mention,  but  tbe  old  favorite* 
had  lost  none  of  their  popularity  judg- 
ing from  the  applause.  Poeslbly  the 
best  of  Mies  Hart's  numbers  was  the 
air  "On  mighty  pens"  with  its  lovely 
piano  accompaniment,  and  Mr.  Hicks 
was  hoard  at  his  very  best  in  "Rolling 
in  foaming  billows,"  another  of  hla 
finest  efforts  being  In  "Straight  opening 
her  fertile  womb,",  a  marvel  of  de- 
scriptive music  In  which  both  elnger 
and  accompanist  brought  out  the  full 
power  of  the  composer's  work. 

Special  mention  should  also  be  made 
of  the  duete  sung  by  Miss  Hart  and  Mr. 
Hicks  In  the  third  part  These  two 
voices  blended  excellently  and  ti.e 
chorus  work  in  this  part  was  alao  par- 
ticularly good. 

No  account  of  the  performance  would 
be  complete  without  mention  of  the 
truly  excellent  work  of  the  organist 
and  pianist.  Mr.  Parsons  and  Mr. 
Charlesworth.  A  great  deal  Jepcnded 
on  Mr.  Charlesworth,  the  piano  accom- 
paniment being  made  the  vehicle  for 
much  of  the  finest  descriptive  work  of 
the  composer,  and  his  Interpretation  of 
the  music  left  nothing  to  be  desired. 

PROBE  DEFALCATION 

Former     (ioverameat     Official     to    Kootenay 
District  Alleged  to  Have  Misappropri- 
ated  large  Sum 

Investigation  into  alleged  misappro- 
priations of  Provincial  funds  to  the 
amount  of  at  least  $20,978  by  A.  Carney, 
until  December,  1912,  agent  for  the 
Lands  Department  for  the  East  and 
West  Kootenay  districts,  was  com- 
menced yesterday  morning  by  the  Pub- 
lic Accounts  Committee  of  the  Legisla- 
ture. Owing  to  the  fact  that  many  ot 
the  mill  returns  made  by  the  mills  In 
that  district  to  Carney  are  missing,  pre- 
sumably destroyed  by  blm,  the  shortage 
may  have  been  very  much  more,  but 
all  the  records  ahow  Is  the  above 
amount 

Carney,  who  is  a  man  of  nearly  eighty 
years  of  age,  was  engaged  between  1904 
and  the  end  of  1912,  at  which  later  date 
the  reorganisation  ef  the  Forest  Branch 
ef  the  Lands  Department  waa  inaugur- 
ated by  the  then  Minister  of  Lands,  Mr. 
W.  R.  Roes.  Mr.  W.  C  Barclay,  for- 
merly cashier  and  paymaster  for  the 
Crow's  Nest  Pass  Coal  Company,  was 
engaged-  by  Mr.  Roes  and  given  carte 
blanch  to  reorganise  the  service  and  in- 
stal  a  business  system.  It  was  during 
his  work  in  the  East  and  West  Koote- 
nay districts  that  he  discovered  the 
shortage,  and  bis  investigations,  pur- 
sued over  a  period  of  some  months,  de- 
veloped tbe  above  shortage. 

During  his  employment  by  the  Lands 
Department  Carney  received  a  salary  of 
$106  and  expensea  At  that  time  it  was 
the  practice  of  the  mill  companies  to 
pay  their  licence  fees,  etc.,  to  the  agent, 
and  he  mode  returns  to  the  Department 
Under  the  reorganisation  plan  Installed 
by  Mr.  Barclay  the  returns  by  the  mills 
are  made  direct  to  the  Forest  Branch. 
The  committee  will  continue  Its  inves- 
tigations on  Thursday. 

At  the  time  of  his  retirement  Carney 
was  superannuated  on  a  pension  of 
142.60  a  month,  which  he  has  been  re- 
ceiving ever  since.  The  old  Govern- 
ment became  ware  of  the  defalcation 
and  endeavored  to  collect.

Further  investigation  into  the  pur- 
chase by  the  late  Government  in  1912 
of  the  gasoline  launch  Fsloma  from  the 
Pacific  Marine  Brokerage  Company,  was 
made  yesterday  morning  by  the  Public 
Accounts  Committee,  Mr.  George  A. 
Fraser,  president  of  the  company,  being 
the  chief  witness.  The.  fact  that  at  the. 
time  of  the  purchase  two  cheques  for? 
|6,000  each  were  issued,  one  to  George 
A.  Fraser  and  one  to  Frank  De  Grey, 
the  latter  of  New  Westminster,  and 
these  were  cancelled  and  another  cheque 
for  $10,000  was  issued  to  the  brokerage 
company,  aroused  the  suspicions  of  the 
new  administration,  a  suspicion  accen- 
tuated by  the  fact  that  Mr.  Fraser  is  a 
prominent  Conservative.  The  evidence 
to  date  shows  tHat  the  transaction  was 
a  bona  fide  one,  .the  only  point  arising 
being  as  to  whether  she  wag  a  vessel 
fitted  for.  the  work  the  Government 
needed  her  for,  fishery  and  timber  In- 
spection. For  the  past  two  years  she 
has  been  lying  Idle,. her  engines  having 
given  out 

Mr.  Fraser  yesterday  stated  the 
launch  was  in  good  condition  at  the 
time  of  the  sale  and  was,  he  believed, 
fully  worth  the  price  paid.  The  com- 
pany had  operated  her  for  a  year  be- 
fore the  sale,  making  a  profit  of  $1,500, 
and  on  the  sale  to  the  Government  a 
profit  of  about  $2,100  was  made  by  the 
company.    . 

.  Chief  Forester  M.  A.  Grainger  testi- 
fied the  vessel  was  lying  at  Thurston 
Bay  and  had  not  been  in  use  for  two 
yeara.  It  had  been  found  too  alow  for 
the  Forest  Branch,  only  five  miles  per 
hour  being  got  from  her. 

Mr.  Bowser  referred  to  the  evidence 
of  Mr.  De  Grey,  who  had  testified  that 
the  engine  was  of  a  type  not  usually  in 
use  and  not  understood  by  the  ordinary 
engineer.  Mr.  De  Grey  had  testified 
that  he  had  always  got  good  speed  from 
the  boat 

Mr. ,  Grainger  stated  the  report  made 
to  him  was  that  she  was  a  good  boat 
but  had  a  weak  engine. 

The  committee  Will  continue  its  inves- 
tigation tomorrow  morning. .

RED  CROSS  WORK 


Now  that  the  official  residence  of  the 
First  Sea  Lord  is  In  London,  Lady  Jel- 
llooe  has  moved  with  her  family  to  Ad- 
miralty Arch.  In  peace  times  her  home 
was  in  Sussex  Square,  a  quiet,  leafy 
place,  a  writer  In  The  Lady's  Pictorial 
tells  us. 

Latterly  Lady  Jellicoe  spent  some 
months  in  the  isle  of  Wight  with  her 
father,  Sir  Charles  Cayser  .the  head  of 
a  great  Liverpool  shipping  firm.  He  has 
recently  passed  away,  and  since  the 
war  began  Sir  John  Jellicoe  has  lost 
both  his  father  and  mother.  There  is 
aadness  in  the  home-coming.  If,  Indeed, 
the  taking  away  of  the  old  people  can 
be  mourned  in  these  days.  Few  wo- 
men have  worked  herder  for  the  pub- 
lic good  than  the  wife  of  the  Admiral, 
who,  through  her  husband,  has  been 
in  constant  touch  with  the  needs  of  the 
men  of  the  Grand  Fleet  and  its  multi- 
tude of  auxiliary  chips  of  all  sizes.  Her 
appeals  to  he  people  at  home  have  had 
a  ready  response,  for  they  realise  fully 
their  dependence  on  the  mariners  who, 
as  In  past  centuries,  guard  their  native 
shores. 

In  her  love  of  home  Lady  Jellicoe  is 
a  typical  Englishwomen*.  She  has  four 
little  girls,  who  are  their  father's  pets. 
The  beautifully  furnished  house  has 
pictures  of  the  children  In  many  a  cor- 
ner. The  children,  themselves,  fill  the 
big  house  with  life,  and  are  to  many 
visitors  far  more  interesting  than  the 
war  tropics  bi*/ught  back  from  distant 
lands.  Among  their  playmates  is  a 
tiny  dog,  named  "Nana,"  and  a  fine 
collie,  "Captain."  whose  portrait  has  a 
place  In  the  drawing  room  at  home  and 
in  the  cabin  of  the  Iron  Duke  at  se.a 
The  picture  shown  the  dog  on  guard 
beside  Norah,  who  when  war  broke  out 
was  a  baby  girl  of  four. 

Lady  Jellicoe  is  a  wise  and  tender 
mother  and  a  loving  wife.  There  is  a 
strange  contrast  between  the  picture 
of  such  a  home  and  the  grlnt  and 
silent  North  Sea  Fleet  which  Sir  John 
Jellicoe  directs. 

Children  and  the  Trait  Crop. 

The  part  which  the  pupils  of  the 
schools  of  this  Province  may  take  In 
the  gathering  of  the  fruit  crop  is  shown 
In  the  following  circular  letter  which 
was  sent  to  the  secretaries  of  all  the 
school  boards  In  the  Province  In  Feb- 
ruary last: 

This  circular  should  be  carefully  read 
by  all  who  are  about  to  make  arrange- 
ments to  have  pupils  of  the  schools  take 
part  in  fruit  gathering.  Between  the 
end  of  'June  and  the  last  week  in  Aug- 
ust most  of  the  fruit  on  Vancouver  Is- 
land, except  the  strawberry  crop,  is 
gathered,  and  during  that  period  the 
scholars  are  free.  If  It  is  desired  to 
obtain  an  extension  of  the  holidays  in 
any  district  consideration  should  im- 
mediately be  given  to  the  subject. 

While,  on  the  one  hand,  tlnV  pupils 
in  the  schools  should  lose  as  little  time 
as  possible,  on  the  other,  fruit  should 
not  be  wasted  because  of  the  lack  of 
labor.  It  will  be  seen  that  this  is  the 
view   of  the   Department   of  Education: 

Sir. — Representations  from  different 
parts  of  the  Province  have  been  made 
to  the  department  with  reference  to  the 
closing  of  school  In  certain  fruit  grow- 
ing districts  for  a  limited  period  before 
or  after  the  regular  Summer  holidays, 
in  order  to  secure  the  assistance  of  the 
older  boys  and  girls  in  the  harvesting 
and  packing  of  the  1917  fruit  crop.  It 
is  obvious  that,  owing  to  the  wide  sea- 
sonal variation  throughout  the  Province 
and  the  equally  wide  range  of  fruits 
raised  In  the  different  districts,  It  would 
not  be  possible  to*  mention  a  specific 
period  during  which  the  schools^  might 
be  closed  suitable  to  all  districts.  Ths 
labor  situation,  however,  is  undoubted- 
ly becoming  acute  in  certain  districts, 
and  where  circumstances  Justify  It  the 
department  will  consider  the  granting 
of  permission  to  school  boards  to  close 
all  classes  In  the  high  schools  and  the 
intermediate  and  senior  grade  classes 
of  the  public  schools  In  the  districts 
for  a  definitely  specified  period  during 
the  present  year. 

School    boards    will    be   authorised   to 
close      the     aforesaid      classes    in    the 
schools     under  their  Jurisdiction  on  the. 
following  terms  and  conditions: 

(1)  That  application  to  close  said 
classes  be  made  to  the  department  not 
less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  the  pro- 
posed date  for  closing  them. 

(2)  That  such  application  be  made 
only  after  the  board,  through  the  prin- 
cipals of  the  schools  concerned,  has  as- 
certained that  not  less  thsn  75  per  cent 
of  the  pupils  in  attendance  In  the 
above-ementloned  classes  will  under- 
take to  assist  In  the  picking  or  packing 
of  the  fruit  In  the  districts  In  which 
they  live. 

(t)  That  the  boys  and  girls  thus  vol- 
unteering to  assist  in  the  work  Specified 
shall  each  obtain  his  or  bar  parents' 
or  guardian's  written  consent  to  engage 
In  the  work,  and  place  the  same  in  the 
hands  of   the    secretary  of   the     school 

board. 

(4)  That  the  period  or  periods  dur- 
ing which  these  classss  may  remain 
closed  shall  not  exceed  »ve  weeks  In  all. 
and  that  It  shall  be  permissible  to  take 
part  of  the  time  during  the  Spring  term 
and  part  during  the  Fall  term  where 
such  division  can  be  shown  to  be  neces- 
sary and  Justifiable.  In  making  applica- 
tion to  the  department  the  secretary 
shall  specify  the  exact  period  or  per- 
iods during  which  ths  classes  arc  to 
remain  closed.  These  periods  shall  to 
made  as  short  as  possible  so  as  to  mini- 
mise ths  leas  la  school  studies  sus- 
tained by  the  pupils  attending  these 
classes.  Hsssit  for  candidates  for  En- 
trance and  Departmental  High  School 
Examinations  should  not  be  closed  pce- 
vtown  to  theoe  examinations  tn  June.

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LADY  JEIXICOE 

The  story  wf?l  not  be  less  Interesting 
because  the  work  is  being  done  by  a 
woman,  Mrs.  Cora  Wilson   Stewart. 

The  woman  who  saw  the  need  of  ed- 
ucating the  men  and  women  to  the 
number  of  ten  thousand,  who  were  scat- 
tered among  13,900  square  miles  of 
mountain  country,  and  who  determined 
to  acomplish  the  task  is  of  no  ordinary 
mould. 

These  mountaineers  have  a  hard  strug- 
gle for  existence.  Their  occupation* 
are  carried  on  in  the  old  primitive  ways 
and  few  have  had  an  opportunity  to 
learn  to  read  and  write.  There  has 
been  lawlessness  in  some  places  and 
sickness  In  othsrs.  But  Mrs.  Stewart 
and  her  fellow-members  of  the  "Ken- 
tucky Illiteracy  Association,"  have  re- 
cognised the  native  nobility  of  the 
mountaineers  and  have  determined  that 
they  shall  no  longer  suffer  from  ignor- 
ance. 

Not  only  have  the  children  been 
gathered  Into  schools  during  the  last 
two  years,  but  in  very  remote  districts 
teachers  have  gone  to  instruct  people 
who  are  willing  to  toll  along  mountain 
trails,  If  at  the  end  of  their  Journey 
they  may  receive  the  knowledge  for 
which    they   hunger. 

How  successful  the  attempt  has 
been  will  be  understood  when  it  is 
learned  that  there  are  1,200  moonlight 
schools.  Among  the  learners  are  old 
women  as  well  ss  young  girls,  and  it 
Is  as  pathetic  as  It  is  encouraging  to 
see  the  efforts  they  make  to  learn  to 
read  and  write.  It  does  not  seem  im- 
probable that  Mrs.  Stewart  will  be  able 
to  carry  out  her  motto,  "No  Illiteracy 
in  Kentucky  by  1920." 

The  teaching  In  these  moonlight  schools 
is  being  done  entirely  by  volunteers. 
That  any  leader  could  rally  round  her 
such  a  band  speaks  volumes  not  only 
foi  her  enthusiasm  but  for  the  disinter- 
estedness of  people  who  are  willing  to 
perform  hard  physical  as  well  as  men- 
tal labor.  If  a  similar  spirit  were 
abroad  In'  our  own  city  how  many  of  the 
problems  which  confront  those  who 
take  an  interest  in  the  well-being  of 
young    people   would    be   solved.

PLAINTIFF  SUCCEEDS 

Yesterday .  afternoon  Judgment  was 
handed  down  by  Judge  Lampman  in  the 
action  of  Walls  vs.  Grant,  heard  before 
him  last  week.  The  Judgment  briefly 
reviews  the  facts  of  the  case,  and  com- 
ments upon  the  large  margin  of  SI 50, 
which  plaintiff  says  is  sufficient  to  sat- 
isfy defendant's  claim  for  labor  and  ma- 
terial, and  $373.25.  as  claimed  by  defend- 
ant, and  finally  concludes  by  allowing 
defendant  a  sum  of  $250  for  work  and 
material.  Of  this  amount  defendant 
has  been  paid  f  50,  so  plaintiff  is  entitled 
to  the  engine  on  paying  9200.  On  the 
counter-claim.  If  defendant  does  not  pay 
and  take  the  engine,  the  defendant  is  en- 
titled to  Judgment  for  $112. 

At  the  time  of  the  institution  of  the 
action,  plaintiff  paid  Into  court  a  sum  of 
1100,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  the  trial, 
a  further  sum  of  $850  In  order  to  re- 
lease the  engine  from  defendant's  pos- 
session.     No  order  Is  made  as  to  costs. 


FIND  WORK  FOR  MANY 

There  were  159  requisition*  for  men 
and  354  for  women  made  last  month  to 
the  Central  Kmployment  nnd  Relief 
Bureau  operated  by  the  city,  according 
to  the  report  submitted  to  the  council 
on  Monday  night  by  Mr.  F.  Collier,  the 
assistant  superintendent.

There  is 
no  doubt  that  this  Is  a  distinct  menace 
to  the  aportlng  fisheries.  Formerly  It 
wsa  Illegal,  but  now  that  the  Domin- 
ion Is  responsible  for  the  protection  of 
the  trout  of  the  Province  it  is  under- 
stood that  the  law  has  nothing  to  say 
against  the  uae  of  this  halt.  There  can 
be  no  question  that  to  use  salmon  eggs 
for  bait  Is  not  sporting  practice.  It  u 
well-known  to  be  absolutely  deadly 
for  trout  and  la  forbidden  by  law  in 
ths  Old  Country  along  with  other 
poaching  devices.  There  Is  little  sport 
In  utilising  such  a  method  to  fill  the 
basket  and  it  ia  only  one  atep  off  the 
usa  of  dynamite.  To  use  such  methods 
for  catching  trout  will  soon  lose  the 
Province  ths  v,ery  valuable  asset  of 
its  Sporting  fisheries,  and  it  would  he 
an  excellent  thing  if  a  little  of  the 
energy  ahown  la  aid  of  the  protection ' 
of  game  were  diverted  to  showing  the 
politicians '  the  mistake  of  allowing 
such  a  poaching  method  to  remain 
legal.

Miss  Ethel 
Cook,  is  now  a  nursing  sister  at  the 
Moore  Barracks  Hospital,  Shorncllffe, 
and  a  letter  had  been  received  from 
there  showing  how  much  her  services 
were  appreciated.  A  returned  soldier 
who  lately  called  on  her  parents,  the, 
Rev.  Gilbert  and  Mrs.  Cook,  said  he 
felt  he  owed  his  life  to  her,  for  her 
nursing  and  sympathy  had  been  the 
means  of  putting  new  life  into  him. 

Mrs.  Morley,  who  had  been  the  chap- 
ter delegate  to  the  recent  annual  meet- 
ing ot  the  Provincial  Chapter  at  New 
Westminster,  read  a  most  interesting 
report  of  the  proceedings  that  took 
place.

Government  and  anarchy,  waa  forced 
to  come  down  to  the  region  of  reason. 
The  Government's  decision  to  "explain,'' 
although  not  to  rewrite,  the  note  to  the 
Allies,  gave  them  a  chance  to;  save 
their  faces,  and  they  f  promptly  seised  lt^ 
with  .the  'reeult  that  the  Government 
can  now  take  measures  to  fight  Gorman 
intrigue,  disaffection  and  disloyalty  In 
the  capital,  conscious  that  they  will  not 
ho  hampered  by  punctilious  control  and 
puerile  objection  of  the  council.  ,It  la 
possible  to  state  that  the  military  au- 
thorities Intend  to  Institute  vigorous 
measures  against  Lennlne  and  his  trai- 
torous followers.  It  la  evident  that  tba 
time  for  temporising  has  passed,  and 
that  the  boldest  measures  are  safest, 
hut  the  Government  can  only  proceed 
with  oautlon.  The  fact  that  tba  girls- 
In  the  telephone  exchange*  have  refused 
on  their  own.  Initiative  to  connect  sub- 
scribers with  the  anti-British,  an tl- war 
newspaper  "Prava,"  or  with  Len  nine's 
headquarters,  In  significant  of  the  hos- 
tility of  reasonable  people,  against  the 
extremists  and  anarchists.

WINNIPEG.  May  I.— At  4:38  this 
afternoon  the  Anal  draft  of  the  agree- 
ment reached  before  the  principal  lone 
aad  short  Interests  In  May  and  July 
wheat  on  the  Winnipeg  Grain  Ex- 
change waa  signed  by  all  parties,  and 
comes  Into  operation  on  the  opening  of 
tho   Exchange  tomorrow   morning. 

When  the  basis  of  the  agreement 
waa  reached  on  Sunday  and  cabled  to 
the  Royal  Wheat  Commission  In  Lon- 
don and  approval  expressed  by  them. 
It  waa  expected  that  the  details  of  the 
agreement  would  be  worked  out  and 
the  agreement  signed  In  time  for  bus- 
iness this  morning,  but  it  waa  later 
found  that  It  required  some  minor  con- 
cessions on  both  sides  before  an  actual 
working  agreement  could  be  reached. 

For  example,  the  original  basis  of 
agreement  Included  the  right  to  deliver 
number  alx  wheat  at  a  spread  of  76 
cents  under  May.  This  has  been 
abandoned  as  a  concesalon  by  the  eleva- 
tors to  the  mills,  and  that  grade  !■ 
free  for  shipment  to  any  market. 

Another  Instance*  waa  that  the  millers, 
who  had  •  expressed  their  willingness  to 
take  wheat  tendered  in  June  or  July 
at  the  premiums  named  by  tba  agents 
of  the  Allied  Governments,  declined  to 
sign  the  agreement  The  agent  of  tho 
Allied  Government*,  however,  haa 
agreed  to  protect  the  market  In  this 
respect. 


'It  Is  'felt  by  all  concerned  that  the 
premiums  offered  by  >  the  agent  of  the 
Allied  Government*  for  July  wheat 
tendered  in  June  will  greatly  hasten 
the  forward  movement.  Everything 
tendered  before  Juno  10,  will  carry  a 
premium  of  ten  cent* ,  over  the  July 
price. 

The  effect  of  this  agreement  will  bo 
to  supply  to  tho  Allied  Government* 
the  greatest  percentage  of  wheat  la  the 
shortest  possible  time.  An  augury  of 
this  forward  movement  came  today, 
when  the  railways  were  able  to'  show 
a  movement  of  several  hundred  cars 
more  than  had  been  agreed  upon  aa  tho 
'  dally  maximum   for  July. 


While  the  return  to  reason  has  not 
been  the  least  beneficial  result  of  tho 
crisis,  another  grant  question  centre* 
•round  the  policy  of  annexation.  It  la 
thought  among  tho  proletariat  that  a 
policy  of  no  annexation  would  facilitate 
paaoe,  and  their  feelings  are  being  suc- 
cessfully played  upon  by  '  agitators, 
traitor*  and  enemy  agents.  A  declar- 
ation by  Great  Britain  showing  that  aha 
haa  no  Imperialistic  alms,  and  that  she 
only  entered  the  war  after  the  at- 
tack on  Belgium*  which  could  be  cir- 
culated among  tho  armies,  would  be 
opportune  aad  assist  In  clearing  away 
misconceptions.  We  should  not  con- 
cede anything  to  the  agitators  here,  who 
are'' In  a  decided  minority.  Wo  should 
not  deviate  one  Inch  from  our  policy, 
but  should  explain  It  in  term*  which 
the  Russians  can  understand. 


COMMONS  DISCUSS 

BEEB  VERSUS  FOOD 

LONDON.  May  t. — The  question  of 
beer  versus  food  wsa  lengthily  dis- 
cussed In  the  House  of  Common*  today. 
Many  speakers  severely  criticized  the 
Jrovernment  for  still  permitting  the 
brewers  to  destroy  valuable  food  in  the 
production  of  alcoholic  liquors  Tbo 
debate  elicited  no  statement  on  tho.  Gov- 
ernment '  policy  with  respect  .  to  the 
rumored  purchase  of  public  houses. 

Dr.  Christopher  Addison.  Minister  of 
Munitions,  speaking;  in  behalf  of  the 
Government,  said  the  reason  that  all 
the  distilleries  were  not  closed  down 
was  the  necessity  of  providing  spirit 
for  tho  manufacture  of  munitions.

TO  KEEP  G 
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Mr.  Devlin  in  House  Suggests 
That  None  Be  Allowed  to 
Brewers  and  Distillers  — 
Explosives  Question. 


OTTAWA,  Mar  t.— The  House  of 
Commons  today  discussed  a  proposal  to 
out  off  tho  supply  of  grain  uses  by 
brewers  aad  distillers,  and  after  this 
was  disposed  of  proceeded  with  the 
budget  debate. 

Whoa  tbo  House  met  E.  B.  Devlin. 
Liberal  member  for  Wright,  moved  the 
adjournment  In  order  to  consider  "the 
necessity,  owing;  to  the  high  cost  of 
living-  and  the  Importance  of  conserving 
oil  food  products  for  the  benefit  of  tbe 
consumers  of  Canada,  Britain  and  the 
Empires  Allies,  that  tho  Government 
of  Canada  take  steps  under  the  War 
Measures  Act,  to  have  tho  supply  of 
train  to  brewers  and  distiller*  imme- 
diately discontinued." 

Mr.  Devlin  said  that  he  brought  thla 
matter  up  not  a*  a  question  of  prohi- 
bition, but  simply  to  urge  upon  the 
Government  the  necessity  of  conserving 
tbe  grain  aupply  of  tbo  country  for 
food.  Ho  believed  that  the  proposal 
waa  one  with  which  the  majority  of  the 
people    of    tho    Dominion    would    agree. 

Considerable  support  for  the  motion 
came  from  both  sides  of  the  House,  but 
Mr.  W.  B.  Northrup,  of  West  Hastings, 
strongly  opposed  it,  declaring  that  "If 
tho  Kaiser  were  a  member  of  thla 
House  he  would  hold  up  both  handa  for 
thla  proposal." 

Ho  explained  hla  statement  by  saying 

that  tba  great  majority  of  distillers  in 

Canada  are  engaged  In  the  manufacture 

of   spirits   for   high   explosives    for   the 

"Imperial    Munition*    Board. 

Dr.  Michael  Clark  did  not  favor  the 
plan,  because  he  did  not  think  it  would 
result  In  shortening  tho  war  by  ten 
minutes  and  might  deprive  the  farmer* 
of  Alberta  of  a  market  for  their 
barley. 

Manufacture  of  Sxploslves 
Sir  Geo.  Footer  thought  that  the  dis- 
cussion would  do  good  because  It  In- 
dicated the  interest  that  la  being  taken 
In  the  vital  question  of  conserving 
foods.  Tho  matter,  ho  ■aid,  already  had 
been  drawn  to  the  attention  of  the  Gov- 
ernment by  other  parties,  and  was  re- 
ceiving serious  consideration.  Ho  em- 
phaalsed  tho  importance  of  tho  work 
being  done  by  the  Munitions  Board  in 
manufacturing  explosives  for  the  Al- 
lies. 

General  Sir  8am  Hughes  has  given 
notice  that  at  the  first  opportunity  on 
going-  Into  committee  of  aupply  ho  will 
move  tho  following  resolution: 

"That  In  the  opinion  of  this  House, 
tho  beat  interest*  of  Canada,  of  tho 
Empire  and  of  humanity  will  be  served 
by  the  application  of  tho  Militia  Act, 
or  by  other  action  to  raise  troops  for 
compulsory  ovorooaa  service." 

The  budget  debate  was  continued  by 
Mr.  O.  Turgeon,  of  Gloucester,  and  Dr. 
Edwards,  of  Prontenac. 

On  the  adjournment,  Hon.  Geo. 
Graham  inquired  aa  to  tho  truth  of  th* 
cabled  report  that  Hon.  Robert  Rogers 
lo  to  bo  appointed  High  Commissioner 
In    London. 

Hon.  Martin  Burrel,  who  was  loading 
tho  House  at  the  time,  said  he  had  no 
Information  on  the   matter.

PETROGRAD,  May  f.— The  official 
communication  Issued  today  aays:

Croups  carrying  white  flags  attempted 
to  approach  our  trenches,  but  were  dis- 
persed by  our  artillery. 

"Northwest  of  Salvontlne,  south  of 
Brseaany,  we  successfully  exploded  a 
mine  to  otop  the  enemy  from  mining. 
On  the  rest  of  the  front  there  hava  been 
the  usual  artillery  fighting  and  scouting 
reconnaissances. 

"Roumanian  front — In  tbo  Oltui  Val- 
ley enemy  Infantry,  supported  by  artil- 
lery, took  tbo  offensive.

pelled them  to  retire. 

"Near  tho  village  of  Bortnikl.  north- 
west of  Baronvtchl.  a  German  aero- 
plane landed  in  flame*.  The  aviators 
ware  made  prisoner.  Northwest  of 
Vlleikl  station  and  In  the  region  east 
of  Klselln.  our  anti-aircraft  batteries 
brought  down  two  Gorman  aeroplane*

WASHINGTON,  May  I.— Foreign  Sec- 
retary Balfour  declared.  In  an  address 
In  tbe  Senate  chamber  today  that  tbe 
war  conference*  her*  had  cemented  an 
alliance  of  throe  great  democracies  des- 
tined to  crush  the  greatest  world  men- 
ace of  all  time  and  to  save  civilisation 
aad  liberty.-  Though  severe  tolls  must 
■till  be  faced,  he  aaid,  free  peoples  now 
have  been  aroused  and  flrod  with  a  de- 
termination Insuring  tho  ultimate  tri- 
umph of  free  Institutions. 

"This  war  la  to  be  settled  by  bard 
lighting,"  said  the  British  statesman, 
"and  when  It  comes  to  hard  lighting 
neither  America  nor  Britain  nor  Prance 
need  fear  measuring  themselves  with 
any  of  those  who  hava  risen  up  against 
all  that  wo  hold  dear  for  the  future. 

"It  require*  every  man  and  woman 
on  this  aid*  of  the  Atlantic  aa  on  th* 
other  aide  to  throw  their  effort*  Into 
the  seal*  of  right,  but  that  effort  un- 
questionably will  bo  made.  I  apeak 
with  confidence  about  the  issue  of  thla 
great  struggle — a  confidence  which  ia 
redoubled  since  you  have  thrown  In 
your  lot."

While 
the  entire  programme  la  subject  to  re- 
vision. Indication*  ware  tonight  that 
tho  conferees  had  agreed  upon  tho  fol- 
lowing: 

Maturlay — The  bonds  to  be  redeem- 
able by  the  Government,  at  Its  option. 
In  fifteen  yoara  and  duo  In  thirty  year*. 

Denominations— The  minimum  de- 
nomination to  bo  $100,  maximum  $100.- 
000. 

The  terms  of  payment — A  small  per- 
centage, ranging  from  1  to  6  per  cent 
and  probably  iy»  per  cent,  to  be  pay- 
able at  the  time  the  subscription  1*  of- 
fered, the  balance  to  be  paid  In  install- 
ments, possibly  six.  Installment*  may 
be  called  for  every  two  weeks  or  every 
thirty  days. 

Formal  announcement  of  the  details 
will  bo  made  by  Secretary  McAdoo.  Tho 
conference  among  officials  la  to  bo  re- 
sumed tomorrow  morning  to  decide  cer- 
tain details  before  placing  the  whole 
programme  before  the  Secretary  for  hia 
approval.

They  estimate  that  the  capital  in- 
vested In  tho  property  will  amount  to 
$021,000,000  at  the  end  of  tho  throe-year 
period,  and  $$00,000,000  on  the  comple- 
tion of  the  five-year  programme.  Dur- 
ing* the  first  year  following  the  comple- 
tion of  tho  throe-year  programme,  th* 
gross  revenue  Is  estimated  at  $87,744,- 
000,  and  at  the  end  of  tho  five-year  pro- 
gramme at  $00,810,000. 

— The  principal  conclusions  of  tho  Conn 
mission  ore  as  follows:

Business  Men  Dissatisfied  With 
Progress  in  Shipbuilding 
Here-~Board  of  Trade  to 
[fwestlgateT 


The  opinion  prevails  among  local  busi- 
ness men  that  tho  advantages  which 
Victoria  paoeesaea  aa  a  shipbuilding 
centra  are  not  being  utilized  to  the  ex- 
tent that  they  should.  With  n  view  of 
determining  the  eauaa  of  tho  present 
situation,  which  Ie  regarded  aa  far  from 
satisfactory,  and  of  devising  meana  for 
the  development  of  the  industry.  Presi- 
dent Jamas  Forman,  at  tomorrow  after* 
noons  meeting  of  tho  Board  of  Trade, 
will,  invite  a  full  and  free  discussion  of 
the  question. 

Although  a  start  haa  been  made  In 
wooden  shipbuilding  in  Victoria,  two 
auxiliary  schooners  having  been  launch- 
ed, and  ethera  being  Under  construction, 
no  new  contracts  have  been  awarded  to 
local  flrma  for  months;  in  fact,  only 
one  shipyard  In  Victoria  la  actually  en- 
gaged at  the  present  time  la  building 
ships.  While  this  condition  hat  been 
existing  on  Vancouver  Island,  other 
cities  have  steadily  advanced  to  the  fore 
In  shipbuilding,  and  have  made  the  beet 
of  tho  unprecedented  opportunities  af- 
forded them  by  the  wholesale  destruc- 
tion  of  shipping  during  the  war.  Van- 
couver has  four  or  five  plants  active. 
Seattle  shipyards  are  handling  contracto 
amounting  to  upwards  of  185,000,000, 
but  Victoria  has  done  practically  noth- 
ing .during,  tbo  past  year  beyond  build- 
ing the  wooden  schooners  which  were 
contracted  for  by  tho  .  Canada  West 
Coast-  Navigation  Company  last  Summer. 
Nor  are  there  any  definite  prospects  of 
the  industry  receiving  any  further  im- 
petus here  under  exlettng  circumstances. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  and 
the  bualneaa  men  of  the  city  in  gen- 
eral, feel  that  something  must  be 
wrong,  and  they  are  determined  to  in- 
vestigate the  whole  situation  with  the 
object  of  giving  Victoria  once  and  for 
all  the  status  aa  a  shipbuilding  centre 
te  which  her  natural  location  and  fa- 
mines give  her  full  title.

A 
resolution  was  passed  to  tbo  effect  that 
the  council  respectfully  urge  tho  Pre- 
mier and  Cabinet  to  do  anything  in 
their  power  to  bring  about  at  tho  earli- 
est date  tha  establishment  of  the  lnr 
dually. 

Mr.  Davison's  letter  waa  aa  follows: 
"It  haa  sense  to  my  attention  that  a 
group  of  financiers  propose  to  erect  in 
the  Province  an  Iron  and  steel  plant,  to- 
g-ether with  the  necessary  coking  ovens, 
and  also  a  shipbuilding  plant.  The  ex- 
penditure called  for  totals  no.ooo.ooo. 
In  addition  to  the  money  necessary  for 
tha  securing  of  mines,  etc.  There 
would  be  employed  in  such  a  smelter 
3,000  men  and  in  new  mines  to  bo 
opened  up  aupply  ores  as  many  more 
men.  The  company  would  Inetal  blast 
furnaces  and  make  ship  plates. 

"I  sm  Informed  that  this  group  haa 
satisfied  the  Government  that  they  are 
financially  able  to  carry  on  their  under- 
taking' and  they  are  asking  for  en- 
couragement. If  the  agreement  should 
be  made  with  the  Government  construc- 
tion of  tha  foundations  of  the  plant 
would  begin  within  00  days,  and  of  the 
superstructure  as  aoon  aa  the  founda- 
tions were  ready.'*

Watchman,  Crawford,  Don- 
aldson, Kldd,  Carmlehnel,  end  Reld,  who, 
along  wltb  the  men  in  whose  interests 
they  have  bwea  engaged,  are  wholly 
aattafled  with  the  successful  Issue  of 
the  dispute. 

Upon  ratification  of  the  agreement, 
copiea  were  Slaps  tcbed  to  the  various 
contract  shop  firms  In  Vancouver  and 
environs,  who  are  now  asked  to  follow 
suit  In  the  matter  of  wagea  and  hours.

Victoria, 


Fart  of  the  complement  of  H.  M.  C.  8. 
Aalnbow,  Including  170  officers  and  men 
who  have  gone  East  to  engage  In  snore 
active  service  en  tho  Atlantic  Coaat  of 
Canada,  were  given  a  very  hearty  send- 
off,  and  Victoria  will  miee  tha  genial 
faces  of  the  men  who  during  their  stay 
on  this  Coaat  have  won  tho  respect  and 
admiration  of  all  by  their  manly  ■tear- 
ing and  keen  appreciation  of  their 
duties,  which  they  rendered  with  de- 
votion and  ability. 

The  day  of  their  departure  was  a  busy 
one  for  everybody  at  tha  Esquimau 
Naval  Station.  The  C.  P.  R.  steamer 
Princess  Royal  left  tho  Inner  Harbor 
and  proceeded  to  Esquimau  to  take  tbo 
men  aboard.  There  were  enthusiastic 
scenes  when  tho  passenger  vessel  lined 
up  alongside  the  fighting  craft  on  which 
tho  Jack  Tars  had  served  so  well,  and 
it  waa  with  deep  regret  that  tho  men 
looked  for  the  last  time,  for  a  period  at 
least,  on  their  favorite  haunts  aboard 
ship  and  bade  adieu  to  the  comrade* 
they   were   leaving  behind.

LABOR'S  SHARE  IN 

INDUSTRI/U  CONTROL 

A  very  Interesting  speech  was  deliv- 
ered recently  by  Councillor  G.  Ryder, 
Mayor  of  Smethwlck,  to  the  members 
of  the  Birmingham  (England)  Rotary 
Club  on  tho  subject  of  control  In  Indus- 
try. The  factdr  of  Government  Con- 
trol, Mr.  Ryder  pointed  out.  waa  no 
new  thing.  It  was  merely  the  develop- 
ment of  a  tendency  which  had  been  in 
operation  for  at  least  a  century,  from 
tha  time  of  the  Factory  Aets  down  to 
the  National  Insurance  Act.  He  thought 
that  the  Government  would  Inevitably 
keep  a  certain  measure  of  control  Avar 
Industry  after  the  war,  at  least  for  n 
time  and  possibly  as  a  permanent  thing.

restrained  the  rest! eeeneae  of  the 
the  restrleUoaa  which 
Tha**  restrictions  had 
been  aubmltted  to.  bat  138***  was  wide- 
spread suspicion  that  moeh  eg  the  log* 
islatloa  and  many  of  the  orders-in- 
eouacil  were  designed  to  affect  tha  Posi- 
tion of  both  parties  after  the  war.  Ho 
thought  that  e SlSSS  tho  methods  of  ne- 
gotiation showed  a  decided  change  and 
unless  a  wider  view  of  their  responsi- 
bilities were  taken  by  both  parties,  that 
Government  Intervention  could  mot  but 
Increase. 

Mr.  Ryder  dealt  nest  with  the  ques- 
tion of  Government  departments  and 
their  shortcomings  and  after  that 
with  the  subject  Of  management  in 
bualneaa.  He  atrongly  deprecated  the 
system  which  regarded  a  man  merely 
as  a  machine,  an  automatanr  Ho  did 
not  think  that  progt -sharing  by  trade 
unions  Investing  in  business  waa  like- 
ly to  be  successful,  nor  did  he  agree 
with  ayndlcallem.  He  was  convinced 
that  the  problems  muat  be  solved  by 
tho  ami  In  yore  and  workmen  thamaelvee. 
Cms  main  Idea),  and  that  n  true  one, 
appeared  ia  all  the  theories  which  were 
being  advanced,  and  this  waa  that  labor 
must  have  a  larger  share  In  the  control 
of  the  conditions  of  industry  than  it  had 
had  la  the  pest.  Employers  and  work- 
men were  able  to  deal  merely  with 
minor  details  and  problems,  with  tha 
object  of  securing  uniformity  In  trade, 
and  they  were  ausploloua  sf  anything 
now.  Both  side*  should  take  a  large 
v^ew  and  consider  the  national  good  la 
their  disputes  and  approach  their  prob- 
lems from  that  point  of  view.  Co-oper- 
ation between  employer  and  employed 
must  come  about.  He  felt  gur*  that 
ualeaa  the  demands  of  the  workmen 
for  a  bigger  share  of  the  control  of  hla 
own  Industry  war*  recognlxed,  no  acta 
of  Parliament  would  aum.ee  to  avert  a 
period  of  strlf*, »

He  referred  to  his  acquaintance- 
ship with  the  late  Robert  I.  Dora,  tho 
head  of  the  once  famous  Dore  Com- 
pany, who*  spent  fortunes  in  promoting 
tha  cause  of  Irish  nationality  and  as 
many  more  fortunes  in  erecting  a  palace 
on  Nob  Hill,  San  Francisco,  and  died  in 
St.  Eugene  Hospital,  near  Cranbrook,  to 
the  ond  a  believer  In  tbo  lure  of  tho 
gold  and  the  minerals  of  the  Gulch. 
The  minerals  are  there  still,  and  need 
only  the  determination  like  that  of  the 
owners  of  the  Victor  group  on  Maus 
Crook,  right  above  Fort  Steele,  to  make 
the  place  again  famous  in  tho  mining 
annals  of  tho  Province.  This  property 
he  added,  waa  calling  attention  to  the 
immediate  locality  of  Fort  Steele,  and 
promised  to  be  one  of  the  large  pro- 
ducers of  tho  Provincs  In  tha  hands 
of  Mr.  !•:.  ft.  Abernetby,  tbo  engineer 
in  charge."

The  feature  of  the  trade  in 
the  American  markets  was  the  heavy 
advances  on  practically  all  months  and 
all  grades.  This,  ao  far  as  there  was 
sny  indication  in  the  gossip,  seemed  to 
be*  due  to  an  anticipated  reduction  in 
estimated  yield  of  Winter  wheat.  There 
was  doubt  as  to  whether  sales  of  grain 
would  be  Included  in  the  new  tax  bill, 
whicb  aays  mat- "ATI  agreements  to  sell, 
Including  so-called  transfers,  must  pay 
tho  tax."  There  is  nothing  to  ruport 
in  tho  cash  situation.  It  is  not  likely 
that  there  Will  bo  much  news  in  the 
future.  The  sgent  for  the  Entente  Gov- 
ernments is  taking  all  offerings  of  tho 
grades  specified  in  the  new  agreement 
and  at  the  spreads  agreed  on.  The 
grading  of  tho  wheat  coming  forward  is 
bad,  but  this  probably  is  due  to  a  de- 
sire to  get  It  off,  out  snd  over  the  Lakes 
before  May  16,  which  is  tho  date  limit 
for  tough  grades  being  tenderable.  Oats 
sre  grading  badly  also.  The  situation 
in  May  oats  continues  to  cause  uneasi- 
ness. It  Is  vwr  tight  and  tho  small 
percentage  of  contract  Is  not  encourag- 
ing.

SEUJNG  AT  MARKET 

Council  Adopts  Report  Finding 
Merchants'  Charges  Sub- 
stantiated— Alderman  Tells 
How  Dealers  Break   Law, 


The  report  of  tbo  special  committee 
which  last  week  found  charges  proved 
that  Imported  meat  has  boon  sold  at 
tbo  Victoria  public  market,  waa  adopt- 
ed by  the  City  Council  on  Monday 
night.  With  tha  adopted  report  went 
a  recommendation  that  stepa  be  taken 
to  put  an  and  to  Illegal  moat  selling 
at  the   market. 

Alderman  Dllworth  told  the  alder- 
men that  one  witness,  before  the  com- 
mittee admitted  buying  meat  from 
Swift  4k  Co..  taking  it  to  his  homo 
and  in  tha  basement  cutting  off  the 
stamps,  slicing  H  Into  small  chunks 
and  then  taking  it  down  and  retailing 
it  in  tho  market. 

The  clause  of  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee which  recommended  allowing 
shop  butchers  of  the  city  to  open 
stalls  at  the  market  on  Saturday  after- 
noon when  they  are  forced  to  close 
their  own  shops,  was  struck  out  be- 
fore   the    report    reached    tho    council. 

Another  clause  asking  the  Govern- 
ment to  amend  tho  Half-Holiday  Act 
so  that  butehsrs  may  keep  their  shops 
open  throughout  the  city,  was  laid  on 
the  table  until  the  Government  an- 
nounces what  it  Intends  to  do  about 
the  half-holiday  law. 

Alderman  Johns  aald  he  thought  the 
investigating  committee  had  been  dis- 
courteous to  him  aa  chairman  of  the 
market  committee  In  not  inviting  him 
to  appear  and  give  evidence  or  even 
to  attend  the  meetings,  and  hear  what 
went  on.  Ho  also  aald  that  the  coun- 
cil had  showed  want  of  confidence  in 
him  and  his  standing  commlttea  by  not 
referring  to  whole  question  to  them. 

Alderman  Johns  declared  that  there 
had  been  few  violations  of  the  market 
by-laws  during  1917.  He  declared  that 
the  stallholders  had  done  well  ns  at 
certain  time  of  tho  year,  it  is  almost 
Impossible  for  them  to  get  Vancouver 
Island  meat.  If  they  did  not  keep  their 
stalls  open  and  have  a  supply  of  meat 
on  market  days,  they  would  lose  their 
customers. 

Alderman  Christie  declared  that  there 
would  bo  no  kick  against  tho  market 
by  the  retail  merchants  If  meat  selling 
stopped  at  Saturday  noon.  He  said 
that  merchants  had  voiced  no  complaint 
before  they  had  been  forced  to  clone 
their  own  shops  Saturday  afternoons 
through   the   Half-Holiday  Act. 

Alderman  Peden  apeaking  of  Alder- 
man Johns,  said  there  was  much  credit 
*  duo  him  for  the  way  In  which  ha  had 
managed  and  built  up  the  public 
market. 

A  plea  for  the  worktngman,  who  does 
not  get  a  chance  to  buy  his  Sunday 
dinner  before  Saturday  noon  when  the 
shops  close,  was  put  In  by  Alderman 
Sargent  Ha  pointed  out  that  bread 
can  be  sold  until  late  Saturday  night 
and  asserted  that  unrestricted  sale  of 
meat  was  Just  as  Important  as  that  of 
bread.

Canadian  Confederation 


Fifty  years  ago.  oa  tha  Orst  of  July 
of  this  year,  which  has  ever  since 
been  known  aa  Dominion  Day,  tba 
Principle  of  Confederation  bad  con- 
crete expression  la  tha  British  North 
America  Act.  than  brought  into  street, 
Tbo  old  colonies  of  Canada.  Maw 
Brunawtck.  and  Nova  Scotia  were 
brought  together  under  tho  terms  of 
a  written  constitution,  but  ono  la 
which  waa  contained  and  continued  la- 
tact  tho  beat  of  free,  expanding  and 
traditional  institutions  of  British  gov- 
ernment. The  B.  N.  A.  Act.  aa  It  ta, 
more  commonly  termed,  made  provis- 
ion for  the  Inclusion  of  tbo  other  col- 
onies of  British  North  America  when- 
ever they  cboae  to  come  in,  and  for 
tho  organisation  of  the  other  Prov- 
inces In  tho  Middle  West  as  the  ter- 
ritory developed  and  became  sufficient- 
ly populated.  Newfoundland  Is  now 
the  only  colony  of  British  North  Am- 
erica which  la  not  represented  In  the 
sisterhood  of  provinces.  That  ancient 
colony  hnd  representatives  at  the  cele- 
brated conference  of,  1864.  but  tbo 
scheme  aa  submitted  to  tha  people 
subsequently  waa  voted  dowa  by  a 
large  majority  and  they  have  never 
evinced  any  disposition  to  Join  Canada 
since.  It  Is  not  necessary  hero  to 
discuss  tho  reaaons,  but  aa  the  war 
haa  changed  everything  It  Is  likely  to 
bo  followed  by  the  complete  rounding 
out  of  Confederation  by  the  Addition 
of   Newfoundland. 

Perhaps  .  nothing  affecting  the '  des- 
tinies of  tho  British  Empire  has  been 
ao  si  en  meant  as  the  consolidation  of 
the  British  possessions  in  North  Am- 
erica under  the  title  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada.  It  has  had  a  far  reaching 
effect  in  stimulating  similar  consolida- 
tions In  Australasia  and  in  Southern 
Africa,  and  It  may  well  bo  that  the 
example  set  by  Canada  In  1867  will 
be  followed  In  that  wider  and  closer 
consolidation  of  the  Empire,  which  it 
Is  predicted  will  come  after  the  war. 
In  consideration  of  the  Importance  of 
tha  subject  and  tha  interest  which 
will  be  manifested  The  Colonist  pro- 
poses to  publish  n  series  of  articles, 
of  whicb  tbo  present  is  the  flrst,  re- 
viewing the  origin  of  the  Confedera- 
tion movement  nnd  the  developments 
whicb  have  taken  place  in  their  vari- 
ous aspects.  And  thee*  articles  will 
incidentally  Include  some  pen  pic- 
tures of  the  men  who  were  associated 
with  the  movement.  They  will  also 
deal  with  post  Confederation  matters 
connected  with  the  bringing  in  of 
Manitoba,  British  Columbia,  Prince 
Edward  Island  snd  the  organization 
and  Inclusion  of  the  provinces  of  Sas- 
katchewan nnd  Alberta.  Tho  condi- 
tions affecting  tha  entrance  of  New- 
foundland and  the  West  Indies,  which 
Is  a  possibility  of  the  near  futur 
will  also  bo  discussed. 

Ptest   PPopeoal  of  Confederation 

Claims  have  been  made  for  Joseph 
Howe,  Sir  Chaa.  Tupper,  George  Brown 
and  Sir  John  Maedonald  as  having  flrst 
advocated  Confederation  and  of  pro- 
moting the  movement.  None  of  these 
can  be  established.  .  As  a  matter  of 
faot,  the  first  proposal  dates  as  far 
back  as  1690.  the  idea  being  to  unite 
Anglo-American  colonies  for  purposes 
of  defence  against  the  French  and 
hostile  Indians.  The  second  proposal 
waa  in  1764-69.  and  originated  with  no 
less  a  parsonage  than  Benjamin 
Franklin  himself.  Jn  1776  Wm,  Smith, 
who  was  afterwards  a  chief  Justice, 
proposed  a  plan  of  union  but  was 
banished  to  Canada,  and  one  authority 
refers  to  bim  as  "the  grandfather  of 
Confederation,"  and  so  on  fronY  that 
time  at  frequent  Intervals  It  was  ad- 
vocated and  supported  by  prominent 
men,  in  the  newspapers  and  magazines. 
in  books  and  pamphlets  and  by  legisla- 
tive resolutions.  I  can  give  you  a  list 
of  over  fifty  of  the  times  and  occasions 
and  these  could  no  doubt  be  greatly 
multiplied;  but  tba  four  men  referred 
to  were  certainly  early  and  strong 
advocates.  Sir  John  A.  Maedonald  at- 
tended a  meeting  in  Montreal  in  1849 
at  which  a  resolution  in  favor  of 
union  was  passed  and  in  the  same  year 
the  British  North  American  League, 
whicb,  according  to  the  Hon.  Alex- 
ander Morris,  was  composed  of  the 
advanced  wing  of  the  Conservative 
party  "that  rallied  around  the  banner 
of  John  A.  Maedonald."  Sir  Charles 
Tupper  in  bis  reminiscences  does  not 
claim    to    go    back    of    1640,    when    he

delivered  a  lecture  in  flt.  Jsha.  Now 
Brunswick,  aa  tbo  subject  Of  Joseph 
Howe,  his  biographer.  Haa.  J.  W. 
Longrey  has  said:  "When  Johnston,  la 
1844.  moved  a  resolution  and  goad*  88 
eloquent  aoeech  ta  favor  of  union  of 
tho  British  North  American  previa o a*. 
Howe  had  spoken  la  anything  but  en- 
thusiastic terms  in  support  of  John- 
ston's resolution.  Oa  the  contrary,  h* 
pitted  against  this  proposition  a  wlder 
aad  sal  dasallag  prospect  of  Im- 
parls! Union.  It  la  Just  to  affirm  that 
while  Hows  racogalaed  tha  valua  aad 
Importance  of  Canadian  Confederation, 
he  otways  cherished  a  lurking  fear 
that  the  Maritime  Provinces  would  bo 
completely  overshadowed  and  ab- 
sorbed by  the  Upper  Provinces  by  such 
a  union."  Of  tho  Hon.  George  Brown's 
share  in  bringing  about  Confederation 
reference   will  be  mad*  later.

But  in  any  review  of  tho  peraona 
who  are  deserving  of  credit  is  Included 
tho  late  Judge  Thomas  Canaslir  Maii- 
burtoa.  famous  la  Canadian  UUreture 
aa  the  creator  of  tho  «hara*t*r  of 
"8am  Slick."  whose  vision  of  Empire. 
88  revealed  la  his  writings,  was  groat- 
*r.  wider  aad  farther  in  too  future 
than  that  of  any  other  Canadian,  not 
sven  excepting  Joseph  How*.  Ho  was 
tha  first  snd  the  boat  of  our  Canadian 
humorists.  It  will  bo  seen.  th«rofore. 
from  this  cursory  outline  of  tha  move- 
ment in  Its  Inception,  that  confeders- 
tion  of  tho  British  possessions  tn 
North  America  la  something  which  waa 
for  a  long  time  la  tho  8lr,  Just  as 
aome  farm  of  Imperial  federation  has 
been  In  the  air  far  many  years  aad  to 
whom  to  attach  soma  opoclal  credit 
on  Us  account  aa  tha  originator  would 
be  most  difficult.  BefOro  leaving  this 
phas«  of  tha  subject  It  would  be  wall 
to  remember  the  celebrated  report  Of 
Lord  Durham  is  1889  in  which  there 
waa  tha  first  definite  and  official  re- 
commendations in  retard  to  union  of 
all  the  Canadian  colonies  and  parts  of 
British  North  America,  aad  without 
any  doubt  that  report,  whether  writ- 
ten by  himself  or  his  secretary,  had 
much  to  do  with  formulating  opinion 
on  the  subject.

Battle  of  Arras  Has  Cost  Both 
Combatants  Many  Men— 
Stories  Showing  British 
Courage  and  Tenacity; 
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WAR  CORRESPONDENTS'  HEAD- 
QUARTERS.  May  7,  via  London.  Mar 
%.—(By  PhlUp  Gibbs>— Ths  battle  of 
Arms  baa  now  lasted  for  a  month  with 
successive  shocks  of  attack  and  counter- 
attack, and  for  both  sides  the  struggle 
haa  been  a  fiery  ordeal  In  which  a  treat 
•urn  of  human  life  haa  been  burnt  and 
Masted.  On  the  great  day  of  April  9 
our  loaaea  were  very  light  as  losses 
ntuat  be  counted  nowaday*,  and  In  com- 
parison with  our  great  gains.  The  en- 
emy loaaea  on. that  day  ware  hug*,  in 
prisoners.  In  killed  and  wounded.  In 
guns,  and  In  all   materials  of  war. 

Since  then,  after  hours,  even  daya,  of 
panic  leat  our  tide  of  men  ahould  break 
all  barriers  and  overwhelm  hla  Hlnden- 
burg  line,  the  enemy  haa  been  able  to 
rally,  to  ruah  up  great  reeervee.  and  to 
replace  hla  captured  and  battered  guna 
by  many  new  batteries. 

Cost*  Many  Urea 
That  haa  ■avert  the  Hindenburg  line 
for  the  time  at  least,  but  haa  not  re- 
duced hla  dally  toll  of  life  and  limb, 
for  he  ha*  only  been  able  to  defend 
himself  by  counter-attacking,  and  al- 
though that  la  the  best  mean*  of  de- 
fence, according  to  German  textbook*. 
It  ha*  proved  to  be  frightful  In  co*t  for 
tha  German  soldier*.  They  succeeded 
"in  flinging  back  our  men  here  and  there 
by  sheer  weight  of  number*  when  after 
*  hard  day's  fighting  they  were  ex- 
hausted In  the  advanced  position*,  but 
every  time  they  have  been  awept  by

For  all  our  men  It  haa  been  hard,  and 
vet    ther*   will    be   herd,    fierce    fighting 
against    the    resolute    enemy,    supported 
by    great   gun   Are.    and    what    Is   worse 
than    high    explosives,      the      incessant 
sweep  of  machine  gun  bullets.     Without 
knowing    that,    one    cannot    understand 
the    meaning    of    this    battle,    nor    the 
spirit  of  our  men.

MOW  It  Works  Out 
"I  am  sick  of  hearing  this  talk  of 
letting  In.  the  light  of  day  on  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Government.  We  hear 
every  member  of  the  Government  side 
la  to  be  allowed  to  exercise  bis  inde- 
pendent opinion,  that  there  will  be  no 
party  lash,  but  right  in  tha  midst  of 
theaa  protestations  you  slip  in  this 
clause  to  provide  for  secret  rules  to 
govern  your  proposed  board,  a  board 
that  will  In  time  be  handling  millions 
of  the  people's  money. 

"And  If  a  man  shows  anything  of  an 
Independent  spirit  you  read  him  out  of 
tha  party,"  declared  the  leader  of  the 
opposition,  having  reference  to  the  ease 
of  Mr.  J.  8.  Cowper,  Junior  Liberal 
member  for  Vancouver.  "In  this  new 
bill  be  Is  not  going  to  let  even  tbe 
Lteutenant-Qovemor-ln-Councll    have    a 
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Under  the  new  bill  It  warf  proposed  to 
divide  the  Province  Into  four  districts, 
which  must  necessarily  be  very  large. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  stated  that  there  was 
nothing  in  the  new  bill  to  show  that.  It 
might  be  there  would  be  more  districts. 

Each  member  of  the  new  board,  Mr. 
Bowser  continued,  would  have  charge  of 
one  district,  and,  according  to  the  ex- 
planation made  by  the  Minister  of  Agrl- 
oulture.  will  nave  the  power  to  turn 
down  a  loan  application  on  the  spot, 
without'  any  submission  to  tho  board. 
In  other  words,  each  director t  or  com- . 
missioncr.  will  be  a  sort  of  political 
Pooh  Bah  in  his  district,  and  the  chair- 
man In  Victoria  will  be  a  sort  of  rubber 
stamp — a  cash  register  to  ring  up  the 
decisions  of  the  director.  These  local 
directors,  Mr.  Bowser  suggested,  would 
be  a  fine  adjunct  to  the  Liberal  new  ma- 
chine. The  bill  said  that  the  chairman, 
if  dissatisfied  with  the  work  of  the 
director,  could  go  out  and  make  a  per- 
sonal examination.  Mr.  Bowser  ven- 
tured to  say  that  there  would  be  a  good 
maby  examinations,  but  what  would  be- 
come of  the  chairman's  work  at  the 
capital  when  he  waa  out  touring  the 
country.  The  bill  stated  that  one  direc- 
tor may  be  sent  Into  the  district  of  an- 
other director  to  help  the  latter.  But 
what  would  happen  to  the  work  in  tha 
other's  district. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  recalled  that  at  tha 
last  election  the  than  superintendent 
had  left  his  work  to  go  electioneering, 
and  Mr.  Bowser  retorted  that  tha  work 
of  the  board  had  not  been  held  up. 

Dealing  with  the  references  made  by 
the  Minister  to  his  Inability  to  receive 
any  |  satisfaction  from  the  Dominion 
Government  with  regard  tb  the  loaning 
of  money  on  farm  lands  in  the  Dominion 
railway  belt,  Mr.  Bowser  said  that  this 
had  been  the  case  when  he  himself  was 
in  power.  The  Dominion  Government 
naturally  did  not  feel  like  waiving  its 
rlghta  in  connection  with  properties  on 
which  loans  might  be  made,  for  In  that 
case,  should  the  farmer  default  on  the 
loan,  the  credits  board  could  take  pos- 
session of  the  property  and  the  Domin- 
ion Government  would  lose  its  equity. 
The  Lender  of  the  Opposition  announced 
that  he  had  been  informed  that  the  Do- 
minion Government  proposed  to  bring  in 
legislation  Itself  so  as  to  provide  for 
farm  loans  in  the  railway  belt.  He.said 
that  he  had  discussed  this  matter  on  a 
number  of  occasions,  not  only  when 
Premier,  but  also  when  In' Opposition. 

Mr.  Bowser  urged  the  Minister  to  be 
careful  about  making  loans  on  dyking 
lands,  to  be  sure  thst  no  loans  were 
made  where  a  prohibitive  dyking  tax 
existed  or  where  the  taxes  on  the  prop- 
erty in  question  were  much  in  arrears. 
He  did  not  favor  the  idea  of  supplemen- 
tary mortgages,  saying  that  it  was  bet- 
ter to  loan  by  instalment,  so  that  the 
board  could  keep  a  continual  watch  on 
what  the  farmer  was  doing  with  the 
money. 

Improper  Plaaaoe 
The  Opposition  leader  threw  some 
light  on  the  proposal  of  the  Minister  to 
have  the  funds  for  the  use  of  the  board 
taken  out  of  the  consolidated  revenue 
fund  of  the  Province  after  having  been 
borrowed  on  the  eProvinces,  general 
credit.  The  new  Act.  for  example, 
would  permit  the  Government  to  borrow 
a  couple  of  million  or  so,  advance  half 
*  million  to  the  new  farm  credits  board 
and  utilise  the  rest  of  the  money  for 
ordinary  Provincial  expenditure.  This 
would  be  a  fine  way.  he  said,  to  get  clear 
of  tbe  deficit.  What  would  become  of 
the  sinking  fund  for  the  money  used 
ror  farm  loans?  Under  the  old  Act 
rarm  loan  money  was  specifically  bor- 
rowed by  the  board  Itself  and  provision 
was  made  for  a  sinking  fund,  but  under 
the   new   scheme   there   was   no  sinking

In  further  criticism  of  tha  farm  loan 
features  of  tbe  new  Mil  Mr.  Bowser 
threw  out  tbe  reminder  that  tha  new 
Act  sets  tbe  interest  rates  on  these 
loans  at  1%  per  cent  above  what  tba 
money  Is  costing  tbe  Province,  whereas 
the  old  Act  puts  the  difference  at  1 
per  cant  and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  only 
.ST   waa  charged. 

The  leader  of  the  Opposition  dealt 
extensively  wltb  tbe  land  settlement 
portion  of  the  new  bill,  declaring  that 
he  gave  his  approval  to  the  motive 
actuating  tbe  Minister  of  Agriculture. 
though  he  doubted  the  practicability  of 
the  legislation,  considering  too  largo  an 
order  was  taken  on.  The  bill  In  tbla 
respect  gave  tremendous  power  to  tbe 
board,  and  where  would  the  limit  bo 
set?  What  huge  aum  will  this  project 
cost  If  applied  to  the  whole  of  tha 
Province?  What  about,  the  much- 
boaated  statement  of  tbe  Minister  of 
Finance  that  revenue  la  to  be  made  to 
square  with  expenditure?  Was  tnia 
the  time  to  enter  upon  such  a  schsme 
when  tsxatlon  all  over  the  Province  la 
being    raised? 

Mr.  Bowser  also  wanted  to  know 
how  the  board  would  have  time  to  do 
the  work  If  Ita  members  were  out  over 
the  Province  appraising  farm  loans. 
This  farm  settlement  proposal,  he  con- 
sidered, was  a  life  work  In  Itself.  He 
said  that  he  felt  it  was  not  the  part 
of  wisdom  for  the  Government  to  start 
on  a  scheme  of  clearing  land  and  sell- 
ing it  to  settlers.  It  was  better  for 
the  individual  to  clear  his  own  land, 
being  given  loan  assistance  by  the  Pro- 
vince as  progress  was  made.  For  er- 
ample.  If  the  farm  settlement  board 
cleared  forty  acres  at  $100  an  acre, 
it  would  have  spent  $4,000.  Who  would 
buy  a  farm  at  that  price  for  the  clear- 
ing alone,  plus  the  other  expenditures? 
It  would  never  do  for  the  board  to 
dcer-an  acre  at  a  time  such  -*r  the 
farmer  would  do.  No  settler  would  be 
able  to  undertake  large  loans  such  as 
this  scheme  would  bring  about.  He 
would  have  too  big  a  debt  on  his 
shoulders.  But  by  the  installment  loan 
proposals  of  the  old  Act  the  settler  was 
encouraged  to  do  his  clearing  a  little 
bit  at  a  time  and  had  a  living  in  the 
meantime. 

nothing   Missing 

Alluding  to  the  great  powers  given 
to  the  board  in  connection  with  farm 
settlement  for  farming,  road  and  bridge 
building,  land  clearing,  surveying,  and 
a  score  of  other  things,  Mr.  Bowser 
said  that  these  extensive  powers  re- 
minded him  of  the  quotation  from 
Genesis:  "Everything  from  the  heavens 
above,  the  earth  beneath  and  tha  water 
under   the  earth." 

The  situation  furnished  tho  possibil- 
ity for  the  creation  of  a  fine  new  ma- 
chine, and  doubtless  before  very  long 
there  would  be  the  old  cry  of  "Smash 
the  machine."  He  said  that  he  could 
not  agree  at  all  with  ttie  authority 
given  to  the  board  to  award  contracts 
for  the  clearing  of  land  for  tbe  farm- 
ers borrowing  from  the  board.  No 
farmer  would  be  willing  to  have  a 
Government'  contractor  come  In  and 
run  up  a  high  figure  in  clearing  land 
that  he  preferred  to  -clear  himself. 

The  whole  bill  seemed  to  be  a  piece 
of  Utopian  legislation,  and  evidently 
each  Minister  of  the  Government  was 
vying  with  the  other,  the  Instance  in 
this  comparison  being  the  mining  bill 
and    the   Civil    Service   Act. 

In  the  measure,  Mr.  Bowser  pointed 
out,  there  was  only  one  seven-line 
clause  devoted  to  a  policy  for  returned 
soldiers,  and  all  that  the  farm  settle- 
ment  board  was  to  do  apparently  waa 
sell  the  soldier  land,  which  ho  would 
probably  never  be  able  to  pay  for,  and 
offer  to  give  him  a  $600  discount.  He 
would  be  saddled  with  a  very  ex- 
pensive farm,  cleared  by  the  Govern- 
ment   "machine." 

What  Justification,  asked  the  Opposi- 
tion leader,  had  the  Government  In 
this  bill  to  relegate  the  control  of  the 
public  lands,  which  are  under  tho 
Minister  of  Lands,  to  the  "master  of 
the  administration."  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  for  the  board  was  in  his 
department.  There  was  no  constitution- 
al ground  for  such  a  step.  The  board 
was  not  responsible  to  the  Legislature, 
but  only  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture. 
Tqis  "John  Oliver  board"  was  autnoru- 
ed  to  build  and  maintain  roads  and 
bridges,  and  thus  even  the  Minister  of 
Works  waa  apparently  handing  over  the 
functlona  of  his  department  to  tha 
Minister   of   Agriculture. 

Chief   Bagiaear 

"Master  of  the  administration— there 
was  never  truer  phrase  applied,"  de- 
clared Mr.  Bowser.  "The  bold  John  is 
taking  over  everything  In  the  whole 
Government  and  will  soon  be  chief  en- 
gineer  of   the   machine." 

The  leader  of  the  Opposition  had  an 
amusing  story  to  tell  of  how  Mr.  Max- 
well  Smith  became  superintendent  of 
the  present  board  after  Hon.  Mr. 
Oliver  got  rid  of  Superintendent  Man- 
son. 

"It  appeared,"  said  he.  "that  Mr. 
Smith  and  Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  were  both 
after  the  Provincial  nomination  In 
Dewdney  prior  to  the  last  Provincial 
election.  After  much  controversy 
they  each  agreed  to  leave  the  matter 
entirely  to  the  Liberal  convention  and 
both  were  to  stay  away  from  it. 
However,  once  Mr.  Smith  was  safely 
out  of  sight  Honest  John  leaped  into 
his  trusty  Ford  and  beat  it  to  the  con- 
vention  place   at    top   apeed." 


remarked  Hon.  Mr.  Oliver,  who  twitted 
Mr.  Bowser  about  the  P.  O.  E..  and 
suggested  tho  electors  of  Vancouver 
would  still   have   something   to  soy. 

Mr.  Bowser  replied  that  his  reputa- 
tion waa  quite  an  good  as  that  of  tba 
Minister  of  Agriculture  and  ba  waa 
willing  that  that  reputation  should 
wpeak  for  him  in  his  own  constituency 
where  for  fourteen  years  be  had  re- 
ceived the  confidence  of  tho  electors. 
"But  what,"  ha  declared, .  do.  we  find 
wss  the  cone  with  tba  Minister  of 
Agriculture.  "Buffeted  from  one  con- 
stituency to  another,  thrown  out  of 
the  riding  In  which  ba  lived  among 
hie  farmer  friends — tbey  would  have 
nothing  to  do  with  him — be  tried  to 
get  a  seat  in  the  Dominion  House  and 
was  refused  and  then  he  was  driven 
Into  Dewdney  and  in  the  recant  slump 
he  msnaged  to  get  in.  I  and  the  mem- 
ber for  Similkameen  are  the  only  two 
members  left  of  those  who  came  Into 
this  Legislature  In  1903)  and  It  may  be 
that  the  next  general  election,  if  my 
health  permits,  will  see  us  back  in 
office  and  the  seat  of  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  vacant." 

Specious   alsekkeoplog 

The    .Minister    of    Agriculture    in    his 
speech    on    Friday    had    said    that    tha 
cost    of   clearing    land,    etc.,    would    not 
be   a  charge   on   the  Province,   but   the 
project  would   be   made  self  sustaining. 
Mr.    Bowser    wanted     to     know   If    the 
Province    was      borrowing     ths     money 
who  would  have   to  pay   the  lender.     It 
was   only      specious      bookkeeping     that 
could    account    for    Hon.    Mr.    Oliver's 
etatement,    he      thought.      He    said     ho 
could  quite  agree   with     the     Minister, 
when  he  said  that  the  farm  settlement 
bill   would  fell   far  short  of  the  end   in 
vltw.     He  declared   that   the   Opposition 
would    be    delighted    to    help    out    If     it 
could  feel  that  the  bill  was  practicable. 
"But    I    believe    that    the    proper    sys- 
tem is  to  allow  the  man  on  the  land  to 
clear  and   improve   his   property   in   his 
own   way   and    time,   with    the   work  of 
himself    and    his    family,    making      his 
living  aa  he  goes,  and  using  the  money 
which   the  Government   would   lend   him 
from   time  to   time  by   installment  loans 
as   he  increased   the   value  of  his   hold- 
ings.     The    proposals    of    the    Minister 
of  Agriculture   are   too   large,    too  com- 
prehensive,   too    paternal    and    too     ex- 
perimental.     If    carried    out    according 
to   the  demands   which   would   flood  the 
new    board,    they    would    run    into     ex- 
penditures  of   millions  and    millions   of 
dollars. 

"The  Liberals  used  to  speak  of  the 
Conservatives  spending  two  dollars  for 
every  one  dollar  of  value  received,  but 
here  the  Government  is  starting  out 
to  live  within  Its  income  by  embarking 
in  an  undertaking  of  such  dimensions 
that  It  must  mean  enormous  borrowing 
if  it  is  to  mean  anything  at  all.  Who 
will  psy,  if  not  the  taxpayer,  whom 
you  are  already  preparing  to  tax  out 
of  existence?  You  have  criticised  the 
Conservatives  for  loaning  under  the 
Agricultural  Credits  Act,  and  of  using 
nothing  but  politics,  bpt  how  about 
the  Introduction  of  such  an  act  as  this, 
to  be  operated  by  a  board  under  a 
political  minister  snd  subject  entirely 
and  solely  to  his  control.  If  such  an 
«ct  as  this  had  been  Introduced  by 
the  old  Government,  how  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture  would  have  worked  him- 
self Into  a  fine  frenzy  and  oharged  the 
administration  with  all  sorts  of  im- 
proper motives.  How  can  he  expect 
the  people  of  the  Province  -to  view  this 
new  scheme  with  equanimity,  particu- 
larly when  it  is  not  to  be  carried  out 
by  an  independent  board  outside  of 
politics,  but  by  a  aet  of  men  who  can 
be  relieved  of  office  at  any  time  with- 
out cause  being   necessarily   shown? 

"I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  this 
bill  will  not  have  the  desired  result. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  Government 
should  have  followed  the  policy  laid 
down  In  the  Agricultural  Credits  Act. 
It  should  have  borrowed  a  reasonable 
additional  amount,  spread  out  more 
loans  among  the  farmers,  thus  enabling 
them  to  go  ahead  with  their  own  im- 
provements and  encouraging  newcomers 
to  start  out  on  the  land  for  themselves 
and  through  their  own  efforts,  plus 
the  financial  assistance  given  In  rea- 
sonable and  safe  Installments  by  the 
Government,  to  reach  ultimate  success 
and  provide  that  Increased  production 
which  we  all  desire." 
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borrowed  for  farm  loane  with   the  gen- 
eral taxpayers'  revenue. 

He  threw  out  the  suggestion  that 
power  should  be  given  to  make  loans 
to  creamery  associations  to  a  greater 
amount  than  60  per  cent  on  the  land. 
For  example,  he  quoted  the  case  of  the 
Armstrong  Creamery  wltb  a  subscribed 
capital  of  $6.ooo.  ti.m  Mtny  paw  „„, 
This  creamery  association  needed  $4  ot« 
but  could  gat  only  «}.$$•.  Mr.  Bowser 
thought  It  reasonable  to  lend  as  much 
aa  tha  anbecrtbed  bat  unpaid  capital  so 
long  as  It  waa  shown  that  any  asso- 
ciation of  this  sort  waa  doing  a  legiti- 
mate and   wall   conducted   business.

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver,  for  the  first  time 
during  tbe  cross  firing  between  himself 
and  the  leader  of  tbe  Opposition, 
showed  heat.  He  denied  the  truth  of 
the  story  ss  related  by  Mr.  Bowser 
and  challenged  the  latter  to  prove  bis 
statements. 

Mr.  Bowser  remsrked  as  the  Min- 
ister's denial  wss  made  on  the  floor 
of  the  House  It  must  be.  perforce  ac- 
cepted under  the  rules  of  the  House. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  stated  he  waa  con- 
tent if  the  leader  of  the  Opposition 
would  accept  the  humiliation  of  having 
his   etatement  denied. 

Mr.  Bowser  persisted,  however.  In 
drawing  a  picture  of  the  Minister  In 
his  Ford  making  along  tbe  hlghwaya 
of  Dewdney  towards  the  convention 
hall  grasping  the  wheel  and  glancing 
anxiously  over  bis  shonlder  to  see  If 
the  other  "absentee'  aoeher  after  the 
nomination    was    In   sight. 

Tho  leader  of  the  Opposition  declared 
tbe  standard  of  morality  assumed,  by 
tho  Government  waa  one  that  would 
not  bo  soon  until  tha  MUleeUm.  'Tha 
lata  Government  had  made  Ita  mistakes, 
he  said,   but    It   hod   paid   for   them. 

"Wa  are  got  through  with  yon  yet,- 
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Suggests    Amendments 
Mr.    Hugh      Stewart      (Comox>      con- 
trasted  the   policy   of   the  late  Govern- 
ment whereunder  settlers  were  allowed 
to   locate  miles   away   from    transporta- 
tion   facilities    and    Immense    sums    had 
to  be  spent  to  provide  them  with  roads, 
schools,  etc.,  with   that  proposed   under 
the    bill    which    would   make   for   closer 
settlement  and  more  adequate  facilities. 
He  suggested  that  the  land  to  be  dealt 
with    by    the    Land    Settlement    Board, 
should    be    divided    into    three    classes, 
first  class  on  which  a  loan  to  sixty  per 
cent  of  the  value  could  be  made:    flrst 
class  timber  land  calling  for  a  loan   to 
fifty  per  cent  of  the  value,  and  second 
class    on    which    forty    per    cent    might 
be   loaned.     He  agreed   with   the  leader 
of  the  Opposition  that  the  Government 
should   not     charge     the     farmer   more 
than    one    per    cent      over    the    Interest 
rate  paid  by  the  Government  on  money 
borrowed.      In    New    Zealand,    where  at 
the  present    time   there  was   some   $28.- 
500.000  loaned  to  farmers,  the  net  profit 
on   the    loaning    operations   was   $81,000. 
He    believed   that    under   the   wide  pow- 
ers   contained    in    the      new    bill    there 
should    be    within    the    next    five    year- 
$20,000,000   loaned   out   to  farmers.     He 
also   favored   the     present     long     term 
mortgage     of     thirty-six   years    rather 
than   that   proposed   In   the  new   bill    of 
|  twenty    years. 

Relative  to  Mr.  Bowser's  objections 
to  the  proposal  that  the  Land  Settle- 
ment Board  should  take  over  agricul- 
tural lands.  Mr.  Stewart  opined  the 
leader  of  the  Opposition  feared  for  tha 
credit  of  the  Province.  Ha  could  not 
see  It.  provided  the  work  of  the  board 
were   properly   and    carefully  done. 

Mr.  Stewart  auggeeted  that  the  new 
board  whea  organised,  should  consider 
the  plan  of  sow  ins  logged  on*  lands  for 
the  maintenance  of  cattle  and  sheep, 
and  to  prevent  the  second  growth  of 
Umber;  he  referred  to  Urge  marl  de- 
posits on  Texada  Island  as  a  likely 
source  of  excellent  fertiliser  which 
could  be  handled  more  cheaply  by  tbe 
hoard  than  by  tha  Individual  farmer, 
and  strongly  urged  tha  necessity  of 
cheap  powder  for  tbe  farmer.  He  sug- 
gested that  If  the  new  board  did  not 
itself  ge  mto  the  business  of  manu- 
facturing powder.  It  could  at  Moot  take 
up  with  the  concerns  now  manufactur- 
ing powder  the  necesolty  of  n  reduc- 
tion in  price  and  inform  theaa  that  an- 
iens a  reduction  were  made,  that  tha 
Government  would  go  lot*  tho  snaaa- 
raetnrtn*  huslaiss  to  supply  the  farm- 
er* wltb  what  they  rssjalied.
